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THE PURE FOOD CONGRESS AND 
THE BROSIUS BILL. 


In the report of the recent ‘Pure 
Food Congress” at Washington, which 
was given in our last reference 
Was made to the Brosius bill as having 
received the approval of the assem- 
blage, but we omitted to point out some 
important modifications of the measure 
which were suggested, and upon the 
adoption of which, we understood, the 
approval of many of the delegates was 
conditioned. These proposed amend- 
ments came almost wholly from repre- 
sentatives of the drug trade, and re- 
ferred chiefly to features of the bill 
which were deemed objectionable to 
their collective interests. In brief, they 
may be said to render the measure 
something more than a license to the 
Agricultural Department of the Gov- 
ernment to undertake the general sur- 
veillance of the drug business. They 
provide for the formation of a Food, 
Beverage and Drug Section, which shall 
be charged with the duty of analyzing 
or examining samples of drugs, foods, 
ete., and also for the recognition of the 
standards of the National Formulary, 
as well as those of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. Further amendments 
consist in the omission of a number of 
objectionable features, notably section 
12, referring to registration, and also 
the word “knowingly” wherever it oc- 
curred and the presence of which in the 
bill would practically have nullified its 
prohibitory provisions. The amended 
bill is printed elsewhere in this issue. 
It is understood that while a large 
share of the delegates present at the 
Congress, and notably the thirty or 
more representative men from different 
departments of the drug trade, were 
not heartily in accord with such legis- 
lation as. the Brosius bill exemplifies, 
they believed that some such enactment 
was likely to find a place on the stat- 
ute books at an early day, and that 
the acceptance of that bill with reason- 
able amendment was more politic than 
stubborn opposition. This conclusion is 
unquestionably wise, and if the pro- 
posed amendments of the Brosius bill 
be accepted by its author it will consti- 
tute an initiative which may be fol- 
lowed up by more carefully considered 
legislation, modified as experience under 
this act might suggest. 

The delegates to the Congress made a 
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distinct step toward gaining public con- 
fidence in relegating to a position of no 
prominence the man who was chiefly in- 


strumental in getting them together, 
Mr. A. J. Woodburn. This gentleman 
appears to be possessed of no small 


amount of energy, but his connections 
are not such as to impress the public 
with the disinterestedness of his mo- 
tives in the work with which he has 
sought to be so prominently identified. 
He is the editor of a granger publica- 
tion of the most thoroughly sockless 
and bewhiskered variety, bur just what 
his expectations are under a law creat- 
ing such machinery and conferring such 
powers as are contemplated by the Bro- 
sius bill we can only surmise. The 
Congress showed less keen discrimina- 
tion in selecting as its president Food 
Commissioner Blackburn of Ohio. The 
operations of the department of which 
he is the head and the scandals with 
which it has been associated during the 
past few years afford the most convinc- 
ing argument that we can _ conceive 
against just such legislation as the Bro- 
sius bill represents, even after it is 
amended. If the law-making bodies of 
the United States desire to study a form 
of legislation which, in the interest of 
moral purity, should be carefully avoid- 
ed, they can find no better examples 
than the Ohio statutes. It is the fear 
of a repetition of such abuses as have 
occurred in the administration of that 
law, or in its name, that makes a ma- 
jority of persons interested in manufac- 
turing or commerce regard the oppor- 
tunities that may exist at present for 
the sophistication of food products and 
drugs as less menacing to the public 
than the moral rottenness to which 
such laws as those of Ohio may give 
rise. The desirability of a thoroughly 
effective law against sophistication of 
every sort is admitted, but in view of 
the measure of protection which the 
common law affords against fraudulent 
dealings, it is not so necessary that it 
should be passed hastily or without a 


due regard for the interests of those 
whose products it may place at the 
mercy of ignorance or venality. Some 


of the more prominent and conservative 
delegates to the Congress are willing to 
accept the amended Brosius bill, even 
in the face of the possibilities for harm 
which it affords, because they believe in 
the integrity of the United States chem- 
ists, but they apparently fail to recog- 
nize the fact that if the departments 
afforded greater opportunity for venal- 
ity the positions would be sought and 
gained by men capable of taking ad- 
vantage of it. The Reporter carinot re- 
gard these pure food laws as practica- 
ble of enforcement, except by adminis- 
trative provisions entirely distinct from 
any that have thus far been proposed, 
without exposing the mercantile com- 
munity to dangers which altogether 
outweigh those that menace the public 
under the existing condition of things. 
For that reason we believe they should 
be opposed until the necessity for such 
legislation has been met by a more 
carefully-considered law than has thus 
far been presented to Congress, or is on 
the statute books of any State.

LEGISLATION THREATENING 
PROPRIETARY INTERESTS. 

The proprietary medicine man seems 
to be regarded by legisiators generally 
as belonging to that category of easy 
matks which has heretofore been most 
conspicuously represented by the in- 
surance interests. For some years a 
bill providing for the printing of the 
formula upon the labels of all packages 
containing proprietary medicines has 
regularly appeared in the Legislature 
of this State, and although they seem 
to have died with as little struggle as 
marked their birth, the circumstance 
evidently has not discouraged new tal- 
ent from repeating the experiment each 
succeeding year. In the present Legis- 
lature the mover of the bill is Mr. 
Wicks, a political accident from Kings 
county, and himself an apothecary. It 
is rather surprising to have this bill 
emanate from an active druggist, for 
the reason that he must realize that 
energetic pharmacists are every. year 
becoming more largely proprietors, and 
that such a law will affect them in the 
same way that it does the manufac- 
turer of the more widely distributed 
preparations, There is no apparent pub- 





lic necessity for the publication of 
formulas beyond the protection it might 
afford against the sale of dangerous 
drugs, and a law requiring simply the 
use of a poison label would cover this 
feature without requiring the makers 
of harmless preparations to reveal their 


business secrets. In this respect the 
Ohio bill, No. 514, is more reasonable 
than the New York measure. If the 


section of this Ohio bill which we print 
elsewhere in this issue. were its most 
objectionable feature, it would have lit- 
tle to call for opposition from the drug 
trade generally. The seriousness of the 
insidious effect of opiates taken in nos- 
trums_ seif-administered by persons 
wholly ignorant of their composition, 
cannot be overstated, and a law which 
would effectively guard the _ public 
against this moral and physical danger 
without opening the door to other of- 
fenses should be favored by every con- 
scientious man. But the Ohio bill has 
been shown to have a purpose quite 
distinct and altogether less commend- 
able than the mere warning of the pub- 
lic against harmful preparations. It is 
avowed by persons familiar with the 
progress of legislation at Columbus that 
the design of the amendment is to give 
to justices’ courts the jurisdiction 
which the recent decision of the Court 
of Common Pleas denies them, over 
cases involving the sale of poisons. It 
has been apparent from the very incep- 
tion of the Toledo cases that a part of 
the scandalous scheme which they in- 
volved was their determination in a 
justice’s court, and the trial of the 
soothing syrup case has shown how lit- 
tle opportunity was to be afforded the 
defense in that court. For this reason 
the Ohio bill should be vigorously op- 
while the New York State bill 
should be fought on the general ground 
that it is an unwarranted and uncalled- 
for interference with private rights, 
which jeopardizes the value of existing 
properties in a way that should not be 
tolerated except as a measure of ex- 
treme public necessity, and which is at 
least of doubtful constitutionality.

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WHY ANTHRACENE COLORS WERE 
MADE FREE. 


Readers of the Reporter will recall 
the discussion which occurred in and 
out of Congress when the Dingley tar- 
iff bill was under consideration, over 
the clause of the Free List referring 
to coal tar colors. Most of the discus- 
sion grew out of the attempts to make 
this clause discriminate in favor of 
special colors covered by patents, and 
which were, for the most part, con- 
trolled by a single house. But the 
methods which had formed the incen- 
tive for the objectionable measure were 
shown by its opponents to have been 
of so scandalous a character, that the 
members of both houses who had en- 
deavored to serve their ‘good friends,” 
for whose special benefit the provision 
had been drafted, were unwilling to 
stand for such broadly discriminating 
legislation, and as a consequence a 
very much modified compromise was 
agreed upon. It will be remembered 
that the original exemption of aliza- 
rine colors in previous tariffs was 
shown to have been interjected into 
the Free List upon the subterfuge that 
it benefited American consumers, when 
in fact it was primarily intended to 
benefit only a single aniline concern. 
So long as its patents were sustained 
the saving effected by cancelling the 
duty upon these alizarine colors was 
not shared with the consuming indus- 
tries, but when the patents were 
broken and the price was cut by com- 
petition something like $1.25 per pound 
the public, or at least the textile in- 
dustries, probably did realize the bene- 
fit of the goods being on the Free List, 
and this was made the pretext for con- 
tinuing these colors in this section of 
the Dingley bill and adding thereto 
some other preparations of a like char- 
acter. As a matter of fact, there is 
no more reason why alizarine 
should free than there is why a 
number of other series of coal tar col- 
ors should not pay duty. The under- 
lying principle of any tariff bill can- 
not be made to discriminate  be- 
tween these different groups of prod- 
ucts except by the grossest incon- 
sistency, and it is still more unfortu- 
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be 





nate that no exemption of a single 
class of colors can be made without 
opening the doors to discriminations 
in the Appraisers’ Deparment, such as 
were practiced under the acts of 1890 
and 1894. The attempt to exempt, “fast 
blacks” in the Dingley bill would have 
resulted in a statutory rather than an 
administrative discrimination, and 
while the addition of anthacene colors 
to the free list was, on its face, less 
Ciscriminatory than the original propo- 
sition, it was opposed by those who 
believe that a tariff law should bear 
evenly upon all importers of goods of 
a like class. It was their belief, to 
which they freely gave expression be- 
fore the Congressional committees, 
that some ulterior motive was behind 
the provision which, in the then exist- 
ing state of the art, could serve no ad- 
vantageous purpose. This is now 
shown to have been the case, as we 
are advised that a patent which was 
pending while the Dingley bill was un- 
der consideration, has lately been 
granted, although not then issued, for 
certain anthracene derivatives, which 
will thus enjoy the benefit of free ad- 
mission and at the same time the pro- 
tection which a patent affords. The pat- 
ent itself was held up in the Patent 
Office until after the law had gone 
into effect, and presumably for a some- 
what longer period, for the sake of ap- 
pearances, but its influence upon the 
bill is not doubted for a moment. This 
is the first patent that has been grant- 
ed for the production of cotton blacks 
from anthracene derivatives, and the 
benefits accruing from the anthracene 
clause in the Free List will accrue al- 
most wholly to the house which se- 
cured its insertion in anticipation of 
this additional advantage. It seems to 
be accepted, as in love and war, that 
almost anything is fair in the way of 
legislation that any individual has suf- 
ficient influence to secure; but it is 
sometimes well to bear in mind the re- 
sults which follow legislative enact- 
ments, as they may constitute an effec- 
tive argument against future efforts in 
the same direction. No clause in the 
tariff with which we are familiar has 
been so successfully juggled in the in- 
terest of a single concern as has that 
referring to coal tar colors, and the last 
example is in keeping with past history. 
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THE SITUATION IN GLYCERINE, 


The situation in glycerine has not 
changed since we last discussed it in 
these columns in our issue of Jan. 3. 
Nevertheless, there has been some ac- 
tivity in the market for the dynamite 
variety, and in some quarters this is 
thought to indicate that a movement of 
considerable import is pending. The 
soapmakers have been holding their 
dynamite grade at 9c. for some time 
past, by reason of the conditions which 
have existed and continue to obtain in 
the market for the saponification crude. 
As we have frequently pointed out in 
these columns, the production of this 
variety has been steadily decreasing 
during the past few years, tallow can- 
dles having been displaced by paraffine 
candles, electric lights, ete., and by pe- 
troleum in countries which were 
formerly large consumers of them. The 
market for saponification crude has 
been firm for several months, and has 
recently advanced. Domestic competi- 
tion, especially between several West- 
ern makers, has kept the price of chem- 
ically pure at about the comparative 
cost of the saponification crude, and 
contracts are believed to have been 
made at low figures. Within the past 
ten days the demand for the dynamite 
grade has increased, and some of the 
soapmakers have disposed of practical- 
ly their entire holdings. The expla-

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FEBRUARY PETROLEUM STATIS-

The reports of the several pipe lines 
giving the statistics of production and 
deliveries in the States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio and 
Indiana show a marked change in the 
Situation, as compared with the state- 
ment made for the month of January.

Thiophene, the sulphur analogue of 
benzene discovered by the late Prof. 
Victor Meyer, is now being employed in 
the preparation of what is described 
as a very powerful antiseptic. Iodine, 
either in the presence of iodic acid or 
mercuric oxide, reacts with thio- 
phene to form a di-iodide. It contains 
per cent. of iodine, and forms a 
erystalline powder melting at 40.5 de- 
grees; insoluble in water, but soluble 
in the usual organic solvents. It 
recommended for a dusting powder, 
and as gauze for dressing wounds. 


A dealer in London has received a 
consignment of oil of verbena distilled 
in Tonkin from a plant grown there. A 
laboratory examination is to be made 
by a well-known chemist, with a view 
to determining whether it may or may 
not be a source of citral. Independent 
of that the oil has characteristics which 
deserve attention, it has a finer odor 
than, and is free from the acidity of, 
lemongrass, and as a perfume more ap- 
proaches Spanish oil of verbena. The 
price of the Tonkin oil is about the 
same as that of oil of lemongrass.

Russian chemists have recently been 
investigating a salt deposit found in 
in the Bay of Kara-Bougas, an inlet of 
the Caspian Sea, on the eastern shore, 
nearly opposite Baku. The bottom of 
the bay was found to be covered with 
a crust of crystallized Glauber salt, in 
many places a foot thick. The waters 
of the Caspian Sea are very salt, and in 
the bay named, which nowhere 50 
feet deep, evaporation goes on _ very 
rapidly. As fuel can readily be ob- 
tained from Baku, and transportation 
by water can be used, it is proposed to 
establish a factory to make sodium 
sulphate on a large scale.

According to Knebel, who discovered 
kolanine in kola nuts, this glucoside 
is broken up under the influence of a 
special ferment into caffeine, glucose 
and red coloring matter. He consid- 
ered that the action was not completed 
till the nuts were dry, and that, there- 
fore, the dry nuts contained a relative- 
ly greater amount of caffeine than the 
fresh nuts. Francois has, however, 
examined the fresh and dry nuts very 
carefully, and finds that desiccation 
does not at all alter the proportion of 
caffeine contained in the nuts (allowing 
for the moisture driven off, of course);

pays a tax varying from 75 to 1,500 fr. 
per boat, according to size and ton- 
nage. In 1897, 15 tons of sponges were 
sent to Great Britain from Sfax, valued 
at £8,000.

While drilling a well to enlarge the 
city water supply just north of Guth- 
rie, Okla., oil was struck at a depth of 
123 feet, and considerable quantity of 
the fluid has been taken from the hole.

Linseed Oil Literature—A Confession, 
New York, March 18, 1898. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 


Will you kindly afford me space 
your correspondence column to set 
rest, once and forever, ihe question 
to whether I have ever contributed 
any foreign publication the results of 
my laboratory investigations as a 
chemist, covering the subject of linseed 
oil and varnishes, or not, either prior or 
subsequent to the year 1890; and specif- 
ically the series of articles and contri- 
butions that appeared in the Oil and 
Colourman’'s Journal, a monthly pub- 
lished in London, England, from July, 
1894, to October, 1896, inclusive, on the 
subject of linseed oil and modern var- 
nish making, over a pen name or other- 
wise. 

For several months past I have en- 
deavored by way of personal corre- 
spondence to dispose of the question, 
but, as my professional duties demand 
that I remain in my laboratory all the 
time, and owing to the continued and 
multiplied frequency of such inquiries, 
I believe the following document, 
Which for the past five months has re-

and therefore your own personal property. 

“IT confess that the series of contributions

no right to publish them under the 
nom de ‘Drumaroad’ or otherwise, 
without your knowledge, and a great deal less 
to let the publisher copyright them in Eng- 
land without your consent. 

“If there any further amend or apology 
that I can make, I will be pleased to do so. I 
give full recognition to your authorship, and 
have no excuse whatever to offer for the prej- 
udices I have caused you. 

“Furthermore, I do not consider 
mention of your name, however compli- 
mentary, in my contributions, ever was suf- 
ficient, lacking this candid statement.

The publication of this confession ig 
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Decision Against the Ohio Food Com- 
mission in the Toledo Cases. 


Upon the appeal taken by Henry E. 
Marvin in the case involving the sale 
of Mrs. Winslow’s soothing syrup, the 
Court of Common Pleas handed down a 
decision on Monday last holding that 
the Justice’s Court had no jurisdiction 
of the cases, and also that the soothing 
syrup was not a poison within the 
meaning of the law, and discharging 
Mr. Marvin. 

The decision of Judge Barber is sum- 
med up as follows: 

This judgment is reversed for the reason that 
the court had no jurisdiction of the offense; for 
the further reason that the court erred in the 
exclusion of evidence and erred in his charge 
to the jury and for the still further reason that 
the verdict of the jury is against the evidence 
and contrary to law. 

The charge upon which Mr. Marvin 
was convicted is found in an affidavit 
filed in Justice Cooper’s court on the 
16th day of November, 1897, which 
charges that “on or about the 16th of 
October, 1897, one Henry E. Marvin un- 
lawfully sold to Frederick W. Herbst a 
quantity of morphine, the same being 
then and there an article belonging to 
the class usually denominated poisons, 
said morphine being contained in a cer- 
tain bottle labeled Mrs. Winslow’s 
soothing syrup, then and there without 
having marked the word ‘poison’ upon 
the label or wrapper containing said 
article.” 

In offering his decision the court said: 

Offenses of the kind charged against Marvin 
are different from offenses against adulteration 
and deception in the sale of foods and drugs, 
In the act creating the Dairy and Food De- 
partment we find this explicit language: The 
Commissioner is charged with the enforcement 
of all law against fraud and adulteration or 
impurities in foods or drugs and unlawful la- 
beling in Ohio. Could there be a more satis- 
factory and distinct recognition of two classes 
of offenses? If this is not a deliberate legis- 
lative recognition of a distinction between un- 
lawful labeling and adulteration and deception 
in the sale of foods and drugs, I am Wholly in- 
capable of understanding the English lan- 
Buage. 

Under the head “errors occurring at 
the trial” the court read a lenghty and 
comprehensive opinion. He said all the 
exceptions assigned may be considered 
together. He continued: 

The responsibility of deciding these numerous 
questions might easily and properly be avoided 
for the reason that the judgment must be re- 
versed upon error in exercising jurisdiction, 
but, as the case is going to the Supreme Court, 
and as it is very desirable to get the con- 
struction of that court upon all of these 
questions, I willingly consider and decide them. 

It will be well to note here briefly the trans- 
action itself which is claimed to be criminal. 


Mr. Herbst, one of the durg inspectors, pur- 
chased of Marvin the bottle of Winslow's 
soothing syrup. He asked for no article be- 


longing to the class usually denominated pol- 
He asked for an article which the de- 
fense offered to show was a well-known pro- 
prietary remedy or patent medicine of nearly 
fifty years standing. 

The defense offered to show that this me- 
chanical mixture was not only a proprietary 
remedy of long standing, but was also a useful 
remedy in medicine, and it was offered to prove 
by physicians of unquestioned standing and 
ability in this community that the mixture 
was non-poisonous and the effects of said mix- 
ture were restorative and curative such evi- 
dence was excluded, 

It is submitted that the construction of the 
statute contended for by the State is unwar- 
rantable, unsound and unreasonable, contrary 
to the plain meaning of the language used, and 
leads far beyond the intention of the Legisla- 
ture. The construction contended for by the 
State is harsh and severe, and creates offenses 
which entrap the unwary. 

“The construction adopted by the court below 
renders ecriminal millions of transactions that 
have occurred in Ohio during the past fifty 
years and are occurring daily. For the pre- 
scription of every physician containing mor- 
phine or opium or strychnine or arsenic that 
is given as a medicine and that is filled by the 
druggist would have to be labeled a poison. If 
the mixture or medicine so sold contains so lit- 
tle of the poison that the effects are beneficial 
and not injurious the statute would soon be 
violatedciolated. Is it possible that this sta- 
tute is to be so constructed that prescriptions 
of physicians and those of ordinary remedies 
are to be labeled poisons? Clearly not. And 
thebest argument is that it was never thought 
of in Ohio until this prosecution. 

In support of his construction Judge 
Barber quoted: 

Wherever a statute admits of two construc- 
tions, we are bound to presume that the Leg- 
islature intended to do that which is clear, 
manifest and just. The presumption against 
absurdity in the provisions of a legislative en- 
actment is probably a more powerful guide in 
construction than the prescription inconvenience 
and injustice. The Legislature cannot be sup- 
posed to contend its own stultification. When, 
therefore, to follow the words of an act leads 
to an absurdity in its consequences, that con- 
stitutes sufficient authority to depart from 
them. 

Then he continued:— 

The defendant offered to show that the sale 
of Mrs. Winslow’s Soothing Syrup was not 
the sale of a poison, but the sale of a medi- 
cine as such. He offered evidence tending at 
least to show that the morphine in it was so 
small that the mixture was valuable as a med- 
icine. In fact, he offered to show that the 
mixture was non-poisonous and a useful and 
valuable remedy. Testimony of this kind 
should have been admitted, for no one can de- 
cide whether the transaction was _ criminal 


sons. 


without all the facts of the transaction before 
him. 


The court showed the severity and the 
absurdity of the construction claimed 
by the State by giving extracts of testi- 
mony sought to be introduced by Mar- 
vin and which was ruled out. 

The Judge concluded with the follow- 
ing words: 

The practical construction given to this sec- 
tion section for now nearly half a century has 
been directly contrary to the construction 
urged. Until this case was prosecuted no one 
ever thought that this law required the nu- 
merous prescriptions which druggists of Ohio 
have filled containing morphine or other pol- 
sons to be labeled as poisons. It is a fact be- 
yond dispute that nearly one-third, at least 
fully one-fourth of all the prescriptions given 
by physicians in Ohio contain poisons, mor- 
phine and opium, being common poisons pre- 
scribed. It is a fact further that these pre- 
scriptions, as a rule, contain more of such 
poisons relatively than the mixture sold by 
Marvin. 

This disposes of the question of juris- 
diction in all the cases, and those which 
have not already been tried will prob- 
ably be dropped from the calendar. This 
would afford the owners of those prep- 
arations which have been branded as 
poisonous, but whose cases have not 
come to trial, no opportunity to acquit 
themselves of the damaging charge 
brought against them, unless they could 
find some process by which they might 
proceed against the commissioner for a 
vindication, A bill is now pending in the 
Ohio Legislature, and is favored by the 
commissioner, which provides that all 
articles containing arsenic, chloral, co- 
caine or opium or its preparations shall 
be subject to the penalties of the act 
unless the label shall set forth the 
amount of each of these drugs which 
the preparation contains. Another bill 
giving jurisdiction to the justices’ 
courts is also pending and if the two, 
or either of them, are adopted new suits 
may be instituted by the commissioner 
upon the evidence which constituted the 
basis of the Toledo suits.

Reports of Credit Associations. 


The National Association of Credit 
Men has issued a circular letter to the 
Mercantile Reporting Agencies upon the 
necessity for greater care in the collec- 
tion of reports, upon which to base rat- 
ings for credit, the recommendations of 
which the mercantile community would 
be glad to see adopted. It points out 
that men of intelligence as well as mer- 
cantile experience should be employed 
as reporters, if they are expected to 
furnish reports sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to enable a credit man to judge the 
responsibility of a debtor. Some of the 
suggestions as to what the composition 
of a report should be are worthy of 
attention on the part of credit men 
themselves and we reproduce them 
herewith: 

Commercial reports should contain sim- 
ply facts. Neither theories nor opinions 
should be permitted expression, but sim- 
ply a recording of facts; facts in regard 
to a debtor’s past record, present stand- 
ing, local reputation, competition, experi- 
ence, prudence and dealings with the 
trade. A report should contain what a 
jebtor says of himself, what his neighbors 
say of him, and what is the conception of 
the trade. These facts a report should re- 
flect accurately, concisely, and without 
bias. Such a report implies a personal in- 
terview with the debtor, a thorough local 
investigation as to his standing, and a 
specific among those whom he is making 
purchases. Oftentimes ratings are given 
on local information alone, whereas in- 
quiry among the trade would prove debtor 
to be slev in payments, careless as to 
purchas¢ , unreasonable in making claims 
for allowances and in taking escessive 
discounts, and untruthful assertions, On 
the other hand, trade knowledge is often 
made the basis of a good rating and a 
favorable report, when local investigation 
would prove the debtor to be intemperate 
in his habits, unpopular in his actions, 
indifferent to his business interests and 
leading a life of extravagance and reck- 
lessness. A report can neither be sym- 
metrical nor accurate in which local and 
trade investigations are not given equal 
consideration. 

Facts as to local standing should al- 
ways indicate debtor’s general standing, 
reputation and habits, and also whether 
he is conservative in business. The re- 
port should indicate how he keeps his 
stock; whether it is fresh or shop-worn; 
class of trade to which he caters; whether 
books are carefully kept; amount of 
business done on credit; whether care is 
displayed in the selection of credit risks, 
and items, if any, appearing on the 
county records relative to the debtor’s 
affairs. 

Close attention should be given to ac- 
curately portraying the moral risk. The 
tendency seems to be in the direction of 
magnifying the importance of financial 
responsibility more than integrity of char- 
acter. Record sand experience demon- 
strate, however, that a man of ability 
and integrity, though financially weak, is 
often a safer credit risk than another 
who may be financially strong, but mor- 
ally weak. Local information’ should 
also outline carefully the debtor's .oppor- 
tunities, which should embrace elements 
of competition, location, condition and 
source of his trade,

Alkali Trade in Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., March 14, 189s. 
Looking at the state of trade 
Wyandotte, we would say that it is very 
satisfactory in regard to the quantity 

shipped and on order. 

In fact the works cannot take care of 
all the orders for heavy 58 per cent. ash, 
and all the furnaces are running. 

There are 11 Thelen furnaces running 
at the No. 2 plant and seven at the No. 
1 plant and two MacLear’s at the No. 1 
plant are kept in constant work. 

One half of the caustic plant has been 
shut down in order that the orders for 
heavy ash may be got well in hand, 
and we notice that this plant is running 
up to its full capacity in the other half. 

The strike has been practically called 
off and we cannot at the present time 
say what the settlement is. 


We understand that the carbonic 
soda and bicarbonate of soda plant has 
already changed its technical manage- 
ment and is now shut down, but the 
stock on hand will last some short time. 

We are at a loss to understand the 
constant changes which are made in 
the technical management of these 
works. Experienced men seem to be at 
a discount and no sooner have they got 
the various plants running successfully 
than a change is made. This, to our 
mind, is bad policy, but at the present 
time and the state of the trade seems to 
warrant an outlook into the future, and 
we see that Capt. Ford is going into the 
manufacture of other chemicals of a 
finer grade and thus utilize the material 
from his other plants. 


We are surmising somewhat as to 
what his new venture will be, but we 
think that he intends to enlarge his bi- 
carb and carbonic soda plants, and we 
know that material for buildings has 
been ordered. 


We have heard rumors that he in- 
tends going into the domestic baking 
soda business, and we think that his in- 
tentions in this direction are welcomed 
by the people of Wyandotte, where 
there is a large male population and 
employment for female lapor is fn de- 
mand. 


The Solvay Process Company have 
also a heavy demand for heavy densi- 
fled 58 per cent. ash and these works 
are being pushed to their utmost ca- 
pacity. 


in 
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They are installing more Mond gas 
producers, which will effect a large sav- 
ing. They are also busy with the in- 
stallation of an electric lighting plant 
for the village of Delray. 

The fire connections for the village 
fire department have been made and 
Delray now has good protection in this 
line. 

At the present time we cannot proph- 
esy what new developments will be 
made at this plant in the spring, but 
we look forward to a further installa- 
tion of soda ash plant and possibly a 
coke oven and by-product plant. Taking 
it all in all, the outlook is good, but we 
cannot expect any change for the bet- 
ter in prices. 

At Wyandotte the progress of drilling 
the new salt wells for the Joy Morton 
Company is progressing rapidly. At a 
depth of 200 feet a fine vein of sulphur 
Was passed through and at the present 
time the well has aitained a depth of 
500 feet and at 785 feet the top bed of 
salt should be reached. 

In the meantime the pulling down of 
the old silver works on this site is prog- 
ressing. 

We understand that the plant will 
not be started to build till good weather 
is assured and the lumber mills and 
brick yards commence running. 

We cannot report any further gossip 
respecting the Pennsylvania Salt Com- 
pany or the United Alkali Company. 

We heard a report in Detroit that a 
cable had been received announcing the 
sudden demise of Dr. Hurter in London, 
who visited Detroit last fall with E. 
Duff, engineer for the United Alkali. 


The Detroit & Lima Railroad are bal- 


lasting their roadbed, which is ap- 
proaching rapid completion. They have 
been ordered to replace the wooden 


structure over the Rouge River with 
swing birdges to permit of navigation. 

The salt works keep well employed 
and extensions are being made at the 
Detroit Salt Company’s plant. 

Rumors of a find of coal in Wayne 
County have been numerous and local 
papers state that a four-foot vein of 
bituminous coal has been found at a 
depth of from 14 to 20 feet from the sur- 
face in Van Buren township. 

The limestone quarry at Sibley is still 
actively employed and the Michigan 
Central is putting a switch right into 
the quarry where the cars can be load- 
ed from a dump which Is already nearly 
completed. Alkali,

The general situation is about the 
same as at the date of our last. The 
fine weather is encouraging the con- 
sumption of paints, especially on out- 
side work, but so far it has not result- 
ed in the placing of many new orders 
with the manufacturers. The latter, 
however, are fairly busy making deliv- 
eries on contracts, and are disposed to 
take a brighter view of the situation. 
Heavy goods with the approach of the 
spring season and the opening of river, 
canal and lake navigation, are being 
ordered quite freely for forward ship- 
ment.

The general tone of the market is 
steady, and no price changes of any 
consequence in either direction have 
been recorded since our last.

WHITE LEAD.—While deliveries so 
for have not been up to those of last 
season, they have shown a decided im- 
provement since the spring-like 
weather set in. Orders for consumption 
which have been held back are going 
forward and the general impression is 
that we shall have a good spring trade 
unless linseed oil should break away 
and thus further demoralize an already 
unsettled trade. The orders for dry 
lead have been quite numerous from 
nearby points of consumption, and in 
addition to regular contract deliveries 
several new orders have been received 
for regular makes at 44c., usual dis- 
count terms. Reports from the West 
indicate that the spring trade has 
opened up earlier than usual in that 
section, thus giving grinders all they 
can do to supply the daily wants of 
their customers. There is very little 
demand for foreign makes, except for 
special inside work, and these wants 
are limited. Dealers generally in the 
East supplied themselves with cheap 
stocks before the advance, hence their 
ability to undersell agents at the mo- 
ment who are quoting for arrival at 8c. 
for the old established brands, and for 
those not so well known 7@7%%c., as to 
make and quantity. For the present 
the corroders quote the various brands 
of lead in oil as follows: ‘In lots of 
less than 600 lbs., 6c. net; in lots of 500 
lbs. and over, 5%c.; dry white lead in 
bbls., %ec. per Ib. less than price in 
kegs; white lead, assorted in 1-lb., 2-Ib. 
and 5-lb. cans (packed in 11-lb, cases), 
l4%c. per lb. over prices in kegs; red 
lead and litharge in bbls. and half bbls., 
4c. per lb. less than prices in kegs; 
White lead in 12%-lb, tin pails (packed 
in 100-lb. cases), le. per Ib. over prices 
in kegs; white lead in 25-lb. tin pails 
(packed in 100-lb. or 200-lb. cases), Lic. 
per 1b. over prices in kegs. Terms: On 
lots of 500 lbs. and over, 60 days, or 2 
per cent. discount for cash if paid in 
fifteen days from date of invoice f. o. b.

RED LEAD.—So far trade this sea- 
son, as regards the volume of business 
done, is ahead of last year, but the 
margin of profit is much smaller. There 
is a good trade in progress in addition 
to contract deliveries, which are going 
forward freely. Domestic grades are 
in good request, as is shown by the 
promptness with which consumers are 
taking up their contract deliveries. The 
arrivals of foreign makes so far this 
season have been light, for the reason 
that the trade here was stocked pre- 
vious to the change in duty. German 
is jobbing at 6%@6%%c. for arrival, and 
at 6%@7c. for store parcels, according 
to brand and size of the order. English 
is doing rather better for arrival at

“Returns from all producers of pig 
lead in the United States show that 
the total production of lead during 1897 
was 289,598 short tons, as compared 
with 264,994 short tons in 1896. This 
includes soft lead, hard lead, and the 
metal obtained by smelting foreign 
base bullion and ores in bond. 

“The production of soft lead obtained 
from the non-argentiferous ores of Mis- 
souri, Kansas, lowa, Illinois and Wis- 
consin, by reduction works controlled 
by the mining companies or by custom 
smelting works, was 42,615 short tons. 
This does not include the lead obtained 
from the ores of these districts by 
desilverizers. The purchases of the lat- 
ter have increased largely in recent 
years. Full returns show that the lead 
contents of ores from these districts 
aggregate 12,989 tons, so that Missouri, 
Kansas, Wisconsin and Iowa produced 
in 1897, 55,604 tons of lead, as compared 
with 51,887 tons in 1896.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
The Bankrupcety Question. 


Washington, March 18, 1898. 

The bankruptcy question has reached 
a crisis in the Conference Committee, 
and the outcome of the controversy is 
being watched with great solicitude by 
the advocates of a comprehensive law 
combining voluntary and involuntary 
features, Three important sessions of 
the conferees have been held, and the 
attitude of each individual conferee, as 
well as the combined attitude of the 
representatives of each house, has been 
fully devloped. The most uncomprom- 
ising advocate of the Torrey bill among 
the conferees is Representative Ray of 
New York, who stands second in the 
House contingent. Mr. Ray realizes 
that the great commercial interests of 
New York and of the entire North and 


East, so far as House representation is 
concerned, are in his keeping, and he 
has deciared with much emphasis that 
under no circumstances will he yield 
to the effort to force upon the Confer- 
ence Committee an emasculated bill, 
which, in his opinion, would be worse 
than no Federal law at all. 

Representative Henderson, who is 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
is willing to go further in the way of 
concessions to the advocates of a pure- 
ly voluntary bill than Mr. Ray, for he 
is standing out firmly for a compre- 
hensive law, and assures his coleagues 
that under no circumstances would he 
be willing to accept a measure drawn 
on the lines of the pending bill. Rep- 
resentative Terry, who is a minority 
member of the House contingent, fa- 
vors the Nelson bill, but would be 
equally well satisfied if no bill should 
be passed. 

Senators Hoar and Lindsay are both 
advocates of the Torrey bill, but they 
stand committed to the Nelson bill 
which was pased by the Senate in the 
last Congress. It is gradually trans- 
piring, however, that both these Sen- 
ators are doing all they can to broaden 
the basis of the Senate’s position in 
conference, and are making quite as 
strenuous an effort to liberalize the 
views of their colleague, Senator Nel- 
son, as they are to induce the House 
conferees to consider the advisability 
of a compromise. 

Senator Nelson, whose position is of 
the greatest importance with reference 
to the ultimate success of the effort to 
secure a satisfactory Federal law, is 
the most aggressive member of the con- 
ference. He is actuated by two motives 
—first, an ambition to induce Congress 
to pass a bankruptcy law that shall be 
known by his name, and, second, a de- 
sire to meet the views of the debtor 
class among his constituents in the 
Northwest, who are clamoring for a 
strictly voluntary bill. 

While Senator Nelson is working 
energetically for his own bill he is him- 
self the object of much missionary work 
on the part of his colleagues on the 
Conference Committee. Mr. Ray in 
particular is active in presenting argu- 
ments to show the weakness of the 
Nelson bill. At the last meeting of the 
conferees Mr. Ray made a particularly 
effective presentation of the shortcom- 
ings of this measure. He pointed out 
that the bill contained but two clauses 
providing for involuntary proceedings 
against a bankrupt, clearly defined 
fraud in each instance being necessary 
to the filing of a petition by a creditor. 
By far the largest clas of bankrupts, 
Mr. Ray asserted, were honest, but 
their affairs were in such condition 
that it was hopeless to attempt to ex- 
tricate themselves from their financial 
difficulties, and in most instances the 
immediate prospect was that one or

itors were naturally the richest, while 
those who would lose by the. failure 
were creditors who were unable to pro- 
tect themselves, and who would feel 
the loss most keeniy. The Nelson bill, 
Mr. Ray declared, ignored such debtors 
entirely, although a well-balanced law 
should treat them as a most important 
class of bankrupts. This argument 
made a visible impression upon Senator 
Nelson, and in reply to a direct ques- 
tion by Mr. Ray, he stated that he 
would be prepared to accept an amend- 
ment to his bill that would cover this 
class under certain carefully drawn 
safeguards. To what extent Mr. Nel- 
son will be willing to go in this direc- 
tion cannot now be stated, but it is 
easy to see the great importance 
of this point, which is rapidly becom- 
ing a focus between the two measures. 
Mr. Nelson had conceded another point 
in this connection by expressing a will- 
ingness to adopt the chief administra- 
tive features of the Torrey bill. Some 
of them, indeed, he has reproduced 
bodily in the latest draft of his bill, 
while the remainder appears to have 
been reserved for the purpose of mak- 
ing concessions in conference. 

The outlook of the Conference Com- 


mittee at the present time is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Ray: 
“The biil will probably be in com- 


mittee two weeks before a report will 
be made. We are holding two or three 
formal sessions a week besides informal 
discussions, and we have practically 
cleared away all the underbrush, leav- 
ing at issue only the important ques- 
tion as to how we can harmonize upon 
combined voluntary and _ involuntary 
features. The administrative features 
of the provisions present no difficulties. 
Of course, I cannot speak for any one 
but myseif as to the ultimate outcome 
of the conference, but I feel very hope- 
ful that a measure that will prove en- 
tirely satisfactory to the business com- 
munity will be reported. As for my- 
self, | shall never vote for a bill that 
will not prove acceptable to.the busi- 
ness of the North and East, for I be- 
lieve that no bill is vastly better than 
one that would surrender the interests 
which I feel it my duty to protect to 
the fullest extent of my ability. I 
would suggest, however, that business 
men everywhere, and especially in 
great trades, that have so much at 
stake in a comprehensive Federal bank- 
ruptey bill, should communicate their 
views promptly ‘to their representatives 
in both House and Senate. Now is the 
time to impress these views upon Con- 
gress, for much work has been done 
by the advocates of a purely voluntary 
bill and there is likely to be doubt in 
the minds of many of our legislators as 
to the real merits of this question and 
the attitude of those of their constitu- 
ents who have the best right to speak 
for the business men of the country.”

We are thus brought a step nearer to 
the issue whether the Farbwerke vorm. 
Meister, Lucius & Bruning, patentees 
of antipyrin, have the exclusive use 
of the word “antipyrin’” or “antipy- 
rine.”” On reference to the official reg- 
ister, we find that the trade mark, 


which was applied for on Feb, 12, 1585 
(about a year after the article was 
patented), is composed of the words 
“Dr. Knorr’s antipyrine’’ in block let- 
ters. These words were duly regis- 
tered, and form Mark No. 42,855 on the 
list. It is likely that if the word “an- 
tipyrine” by itself had been registrable 
it would have been registered. Wheth- 


er it was applied for or not does not 
materially affect the present case, 
which is whether the manufacturers 


of a patented article who have enjoyed 
the monopoly in the manufacture for 
the legal limit of fourteen years can 
so protect their product by trade mark 
as to practically extend their patent 
rights indefinitely. It is the position 
of retail pharmacists we have in mind. 
Chemical manufacturers are not in 
much difficulty, and can easily take 
care of themselves. That they may 
now produce and sell the article pat- 
ented by Messrs. Meister, Lucius & 
Bruning is not in doubt. But when 
their product, under whatever name, 
gets into the hands of the retail chem- 
ist he will have to dispense it in most 
cases under the familiar style of an- 
tipyrin. What is his position in the 
matter? It may be assumed that the 
courts will not allow the patent laws 
to be set aside by trade mark registra- 
tion, and it is likely that they would 
regard antipyrin as a descriptive word. 
But, on the other hand, why should 
they not say, as they said in the York- 
shire Relish and other cases, ‘‘Yes, you 
may use the word if you can so use it 
as to run no risk of leading the pur- 


chaser to believe that he is getting 
the preparation of a particular 
maker?” For in fairness it must be 
remembered that Meister, Lucius & 


Bruning made two things—(1) a pat- 
ented article and (2) the reputation of 
that article under a name which they 
coined. The courts have always been 
jealous ‘to distinguish between these 
two things. A somewhat parallel In- 
stance is Condy’s fluid, which is a so- 
lution of alkaline permanganate pre- 
pared according to a process long ago

We should like 
the question well contested and decid- 
ed; but failing that, it seems desirable 
and fair to the original makers that 
the use of the pharmacopoeial word 
“Phenazone” at least for the chemical 
when made by others should be encour- 
aged much as possible. It is 
ready familiar to medical practitioners 
and the retail drug trade, and now that 
anybody may make the article persis- 
tent use of the pharmacopoeial name 
will lead to its ultimate general adop- 
tion, at least in the British Empire.— 
Chemist and Druggist. 
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The English Sycose Patent, 


In the Queen’s Bench Division, Lon- 
don, on Feb. 28, Mr. Justice Kennedy 
gave judgment in the action brought 
by Messrs. Montague, Sharp & Co., 
manufacturing chemists, against the 
Elberfeld Farben Fabriken Company 
(Limited) to recover damages for the 
breaches of two contracts for the sup- 
ply of an article named sycose, which 
is extensively used in connection with 
the manufacture of effervescing drinks 
in London, Birmingham, Manchester, 
and most other large towns. The con- 
tracts were made with the Elberfeld 
Company, which sold its English pat- 
ent rights to a syndicate named the 
Saccharine Corporation, for £10,000. 
When they gave the syndicate the mo- 
nopoly for the supply of the article the 
plaintiffs’ contracts were not trans- 
ferred, and they could only purchase 
sycose from the corporation at a price 
of about 52s. per lb. as compared with 
the original contract price of 28s. The 
action was brought to recover the dif- 
ference, and the question was only one 
of damages, plaintiffs claiming £1,500 
and defendants having paid into court 
£500. The facts of the case were brief- 
ly reported in our last, and on Thurs- 
day and Friday of last week a large 
amount of correspondence and accounts 
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were gone through. His lordship said 
the plaintiffs had an undoubted right 
to claim damages, but there was con- 
siderable difficulty in assessing them. 
Having gone over the accounts and 
taken into consideration the various 
rebates and discounts agreed upon, he 
had come to the conclusion that plain- 
tiffs were entitled to £1,236. and he 
gave judgment for that amount, with 
costs. Stay of execution, with a view 
to an appeal, was granted for ten days. 
—Chemist and Drugzgist.

The Metric System. 
Washington, March 18, 1898. 

The House Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures will in a few 
days vote upon the Hurley bill provid- 
ing for the adoption of the metric sys- 
tem, and making its use compulsory 
upon the several departments of the 
Government. <A favorable report will 
probably be made. This action is of the 
highest importance to the drug and 
chemical trade, by which the system 
has been more generally used in com- 
mercial transactions than in any other 
class of business, Certain departments 
of the Government now employ the 
metric system in the purchase of drugs, 
but the passage of the Hurley bili will 
make it necessary that all Government 
transactions shall be in this system, 
including the business of the custom 
houses throughout the country. 

The committee recently gave a hear- 
ing on the subject of the measure to 
Mr. John A, Kasson, who was the first 
chairman of the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures, when it was 
separated from the Committee on Ways 
and Means, 32 years ago, and who was 
the author of the bill passed in 1866 
recognizing the metric system as legal 
throughout the United States, but not 
making it obligatory. Mr. Kasson’s re- 
marks received a special significance 
from the fact that he has for some 
months been engaged in the work of ne- 
gotiating reciprocity treaties under the 
provisions of the Dingley act, and in 
this work has realized to the fullest ex- 
tent the annoyances which are encoun- 
tered in making calculations involving

the use of both the metric system and 
the cumbrous English system of 
weights and measures now employed in 
this country. 

Mr. Kasson stated in opening his re- 
marks that the rapid acquisition of the 
system by foreign countries, practically 
all of which, with the exception of 
Great Britain, are now using it, has 
made it of the highest importance that 
no further time should be lost if the 
United States hopes to extend its trade 
or even to hold that which it now com- 
mands, 

In answer to an inquiry as to 
whether our trade with Great Britain 
would be embarrassed by the adoption 
of the metric system, Mr. Kasson said 
that he did not believe it would have 
that effect, but, on the contrary, Eng- 
land would speedily follow the United 
States in accepting the system. In this 








connection Chairman Stone presented 
to the committee an abstract of a series 
of reports of British Consular officers 
in the importent ports of the world, who 
stated that British commerce is suffer- 


ing in competition with France and 
Germany because Great Britain does 
not employ the metric system. Mr, 


Kasson said he was not surprised at 
these reports, for never in the history 
of the world had commercial competi- 
tion been so vigorous, not to say des- 
perate. Nearly every nation, he said, 
was manufacturing more than it could 
consume at home, and at least three 
nations were deliberately acquiring col- 
onies in every part of the world with a 
view of controlling the commerce of 
that particular district. In whatever 
way we facilitate our commerce, he 
added, we open up foreign trade for 
our own people.

LINSEED OIL.—The indications are 
that the market has about touched bot- 
tom. Buyers evidently are of this opin- 
ion, for they have not only taken up 
their contract deliveries, but in many 
cases, specially with city makes, have 
increased their contracts at 41@42c. for 
raw. State and Western oil is held 
steady at 39@40c., with reports that 
bids of 38c. for several round lots have 
been turned down. This, however, is 
doubted by some of the “‘Thomases’”’ in 
the trade. Still, with seed at prices 
which have ruled during the week, it is 
not at all improbable, as the indica- 
tions at the close point more to an ad- 
vance than the reverse. The pleasant 
weather which has prevailed during the 
week has stimulated the demand for 
mixed paints and this in return is re- 
flected in the improved demand which 
the crushers have experienced from 
both dealers and grinders. No change 
in Calcutta, which remains steady at 
54ec. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—The past 
week has been one of unusual dullness. 
Buyers, having supplied their imme- 
mediate wants, reduced their bids for 
future supplies. On the other hand,mills 
have been indifferent sellers, or not in- 
clined to make counter offers, prefer- 
ring to wait until the Easter holidays 
are over abroad, when an improved de- 
mand is expected for refined oil, which 
no doubt will be reflected in an in- 
creased demand for crude. It is re- 
ported that about half of the small 
mills along the Atlantic have already 
about up, and the balance will 
no doubt early next month. The stock 
of crude held by these small mills is 
estimated at about 100 tanks. Valley 
milis are holding for 16%@17c. and 
Texas at 15@15\4c., with 14%c. bid. 
There has been abnost no demand from 
Western soap makers or _ packers. 
Either their wants have been curtailed 
by the war scare, as it is said by the 
soap makers to be a fact as regards 
the demand for soap, or else they have 
large stocks either on hand or in sight. 
The weakness displayed in Western 
tallow may be one cause of the lack of 
interest shown by the Western soap 
makers. The receipts at this port have 
been light, and readily command 20c. 
for a choice quality. Philadelphia 
was in the market for a few hundred 
barrels, and would have paid full 
prices, provided the oil could have been 
delivered by a certain date. This not 
being possible, the trade is off for the 


closed 


present. The sales reported comprise 
1,000 bbls. in the Valley at 16%c., 7 
tanks Atlantic at l6c. and 200 bbls, 


spot at 20c, 

REFINED.—The past week has not 
brought a new development in any di- 
rection, unless it be that some lots of 
off yellow oil were obtainable at a frac- 
tion less than the week previous, but on 
the whole it has been a week of armis- 
tice and while buyers werescarce,sellers 
appeared to be quite indifferent. Most 
likely this indifference is founded on a 
knowledge of the effect which the re- 
cent dulness and decline must have on 
the production in the South, where 
previously there had been an expecta- 
tion on the part of mills to continue 
the run well into May, the lack of de- 
mand is bound to induce them to make 
the remainder of their run as short 
as possible, and in this way the pro- 
duction is being kept within comfort- 
able limits, which is bound to redound

tion as soon as the present disturbing 
influences—that is, the war scare and 
the consequent check on speculation— 
have lost their effect. There is no 
doubt but what a large export business 
could be done for April and May at a 
concession in price, but sellers, know- 
ing that as soon as the Easter holidays 
are over abroad, business will revive,as 
is shown by the frequent inquiries for 
round lots. While it is not possible to 
obtain over 22%c. for small lots from 
dock, at the same time it is impossible 
to obtain a block of oil even at 23c. for 
April or 23%c. for May. There is no 
doubt but what oil is accumulating in 
the valley, as so far this month there 
has been no steamer either at Galves- 
ton or New Orleans. There are, how- 
ever, negotiations pending which may 
in the near future change the situation 
at those points. The business for the 
week has been limited to small sales 
from dock at 2214@23c., and at 22c. for 
off yellow. White oil is dull at 25@ 
26c., and Winter yellow at 27@28c. The 
market is simply a stand off, buyers 
and sellers apart, the latter waiting de- 
velopments in lard, as well as the re- 
sults of the crush, whether it will soon 
be over or last for some weeks longer, 
before estimating on the stocks of oil 
to supply the wants of the trade before 
the new season opens. The sales for 
the week have been of a retail nature 
and comprise 200 bbls. prime yellow 
from dock at 22%c.; 450 bbls. in lots at 
2214@23c.; 112 bbls. off yellow at 22c.; 
100 bbls, white oil at 25c., and 200 bbls. 
Winter yellow at 27c.

The same dull and uninteresting con- 
dition continues, while trades are lim- 
ited to scattering dock lots that must 
be sold, and not stored. Off summer 
yellow has sold at 22c. f. q. b. here for 
prompt shipment, and at a slight con- 
cession a round lot would be taken for 
export. A few sales of Atlantic State 
prime crude have been made at 16c. and 
164c. loose f. o. b. mills, though offer- 
ings have been smaller. From infor- 
mation received, we think the mills will 
run later than usual, and that seed 
supplies have been much - underesti 
mated. Lard continues steady at 5.12% 
for Chicago May options, while tallow 
is very firm here at 3%c. Receipts of 
cotton oil at this port for the week, 
including through shipments for export, 
are 3,447 bbis.

CEYLON.—Trading in spot stocks 
has been rather slow, as buyers gen- 
erally are not anticipating the future, 
especially soap makers, who report a 
falling off in the demand for soap since 
the war scare set in.

COCHIN.—During the past few days 
there has been rather more inquiry for 
spot goods and for small packages 7c.

CORN.—Trade in this article is very 
dull as far as this section is concerned.

OLIVE.—The market is bare of a 
choice green quality and several small 
sales have been made from steamer due 
at 58c. There has been a good jobbing 
demand for yellow, with sales of 75 
bbls. reported at 55@56c. Olive foots 
are in fair request at 4%c. for spot and 
at 45%c. for April shipment and forward 
over the year. 

PALM.—The market is almost bare 
of stocks on the spot in first hands.

RAPE.—The market is firmer in all 
positions and may be quoted at 60@62c.

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD.—It is reported that a consider- 
able lot of domestic has ben placed in 
this market by an Eastern maker, but 
particulars were withheld. The job- 
bing trade report a light movement. 
Prices are unchanged at 28@30c. for 
domestic and 34@35c. for Newfound- 
land. 

DEGRAS.—The demand does not im- 
prove as it should; in fact, the move- 
ment is very light, and proves disap- 
pointing, as an increased outlet had 
confidently been expected. We quote 
verman at 24%@2%c., and English at 
2%@3c. 

LARD.—The variation in the price 
of the crude material has tended to 
unsettle the market for oil, but there 
has been no marked change in prices, 
the pressers merely shading quotations 
during the depression in lard, as the 
reaction which came later in the week 
was confidently expected, and _ since 
there has been a firmer feeling, with 
the range for prime at 44@46c., as to 
quantity and make. The demand has 
been good, both for home use and ex- 
port. The lower grades are in fair de- 
mand, and rule firm in sympathy with 
prime. 

MENHADEN.—There has been a 
further sale of over 350 barrels South- 
ern oil at 19c., and more is on offer at 
20@21c.

Pure 
petroleum varnishes are valuable as a 
substitute for brunoleine, the dull 
stain for furniture and as colored stain 
for dark polishes. They are also well 
adapted as metal varnishes for iron, 
brass, zine and tin; mixed with lin- 
seed oil varnish, an elastic varnish re- 
sults, which is very serviceable for ob- 
jects that are stretched and extended. 

These petroleum varnishes are rather 
permanent and are not changed by air 


and light, but are very sensitive tv 
water, especially the metal soap lac- 
quers, while the resin varnishes are 
less so. With the exception of the 
laiter, therefore, their applicaii»a in 
the open air is not practicable. 


Tt appears that all acid wastes ob- 
tained in the refining of petroleum, no 
matter of what origin, are well adapt- 
ed for the varnish manufacture; hence 
the preparation of lacquer from acid 
tar is independent of the nature and 
treatment of the crude oil, and this 
varnish manufacture possesses a firm 
foundation in the petroleum industry. 
But only fresh waste acid is suitable 
for varnish manufacture, in which the 
polymerized constituents, i. e., the Jac- 
quer substances, still completely out- 
weigh the sulphonic acids, which are 
injurious in large quantities, and ren- 
der the varnish very sensitive to wa- 
ter. The earth oil acids, however, are 
very desirable here, for they 
the necessary drying agents, and just 
these acids were formerly neutralize4, 
i. e., rendered inactive, and removed 
by washing out, whereby the ill suc- 
cess in utilizing acid tar for varnish 
manufacture was caused, 

The yield in lacquer products is 
to % of the acid tar used, and the yield 
in finished varnishes is 2 to 2% times 
as large. The waste of the lubricating 
oil manufacture also furnishes good 
lacquers, especially petroleum resin 
varnishes, which dissolved in penzine 
or turpentine show a greater drying 
capacity than the varnishes prepared 
from petroleum waste acid; they close- 
ly resemble the ordinary asphalt var- 
nishes. 

For pecuniary and economical rea- 
sons the oil refineries had perhaps best 
work their acid tar into petroleum var- 
nishes themselves, thus utilizing in a 
favorable manner a bye product which 
has proven rather unsalable so far.— 
Farhen Zeitung.

Bills Affecting Proprietary Interests, 


A bill has been introduced into the 
Legislature of this State by Assembly- 
man Wicke which is, on its face at least, 
intended to compel the manufacturers of 
medicinal preparations to print upon the 
label of each package the formula of the 
contents. What other purposes the bill 
is intended to serve do not appear, but it 
is similar in character to measures which 
have been introduced in previous years, 
and is in full as follows, its number being 
Assembly Bill No, 1474: 


AN ACT. 


In relation to the sale of patent or pro- 
prietary medicines. 

The People of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. No drug, medicine or mixture 
of drugs, herbs or medicines, commonly 
known as patent or proprietary medi- 
cine, shall be sold, offered or exposed for 
sale in this State, unless an analysis or 
formula of the ingredients thereof and 
the quantity of such ingredients is print- 
ed upon its label, of the bottle or pack- 
age containing such medicine, and also 
upon the outside wrapper of the package 
containing the same. 

Section 2. Every person who shall print 
upon the label of any bottle or package, 
or upon the outside wrapper thereof a 
false analysis or formula showing the in- 
gredients or quantity of ingredients of 
any patent or proprietary medicine, as re- 
quired by this act, or who shall sell, offer 
or expose for sale, any such patent or 
proprietary medicine, without such an- 
alysis or formula, showing the ingredi- 
ents and the quantity thereof in any pat- 
ent or proprietary medicine, as required 
by this act, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by not less than three 
months nor more than one year’s impris- 
onment, or by a fine of not less than fifty 
nor more than five hundred dollors, or by 
both, 

Section 3. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

Reports from the producing fields in- 
dicate increased activity in field work, 
and it now appears probable that con- 
siderable increase will be shown in new 
production, as the results thus far this 
month have been rather better than 
during February. The increased activ- 
ity is primarily due to the higher prices 
which prevailed a short time ago, and 
the work then commenced and project- 
ed is being pushed, and now that the 
weather conditions are more favorable, 
producers are inclined to continue to 
push the drill, notwithstanding that the 
price of oil has declined. A _ further 
stimulus to active operations is the im- 
proved results, and the prospects of im- 
portant extensions and the probability 
of a new pool which are indicated by 
late reports. The statistical situation 
is less favorable to producers, the runs 
showing considerable excess over deliv- 
eries, the latter showing a material faJl- 
ing off, as is usual at this season of the 
year.

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The Lakes of Cerium as Compared 
with Those of Iron and Tin. 


BY GUSTAV MATSCHAK, 

Since the rare earths are now worked 
up in industry cerium salts are ob- 
tained as a by-product for which no 
use has been found so far. The author 
investigated whether and in what man- 
ner they might be employed as mor- 
dants in wool dyeing. He found that 
sheep's wool on boiling with tartar and 
cerium sulphate fixes the latter com- 
pletely and firmly, but that the dyeings 
obtained on it do not posses any prac- 
tical advantages over the other known 
methods. For the dyeing experiments 
the author used a tight cloth of sheep's 
wool, which was heated about 1 hour 
with 4 per cent. of cerium sulphate and 
3 per cent. of tartar close to boiling, 
whereby the liquor was almost entirely 
exhausted. In a similar manner he 
dyed on tin lakes (mordanting with 4 
per cent. of tin-salt and 2 per cent. of 
oxalic acid) and iron lakes (12 per cent, 
of green vitriol and 12 per cent. of tar- 
tar, ete.) with logwood, alizarine, coch- 
ineal, Avignon berries, alizarine or- 
ange, saunders and alizarine yellow. 
From the results compiled in a table 
it appears that as regards resistance 
to acids the tin lakes change their 
shades least, with the exception of the 
alizarine lake and _ alizarine-orange 
lake, only becoming, as a rule, consid- 
erably lighter. As regards the acid re- 
sisting qualities of the cerium lakes, 
cochineal, Avignon berries and alizar- 
ine yellow are entirely fugitive, the 
original color almost returning. Alizar- 
ine, alizarine orange and logwood 
changed their color entirely, the lake 
with logwood being so little acid re- 
sisting that even the small quantity of 
tartaric acid remaining from the mor- 
danting sufficed to prevent the forma- 
tion of the lake in dyeing; it was neces- 
sary, therefore, to add a small quantity 
of ammonia for the neutralization of 
this tartaric acid, in order to attain 
the formation of the lake. The most 
acid-resisting is the cerium lake of 
saunders, while the iron lakes were 
found to be the least fast to acids. As 
regards the original color of the differ- 
ent lakes it was shown that the lakes 
of cerium are doubtless more approach- 
ing the iron lakes than the tin lakes, 
which is all the more to be observed, 
as wool mordanted with cerium is in 
itself absolutely uncolored, while ma- 
terial mordanted with iron is known 
to be very strongly colored. As a gen- 
eral rule the tin lakes are very bright 
and brilliant, while the cerium lakes 
and iron lakes are dark; on an average 
the former having a redder tinge, the 
latter more of a blue one. In virtue of 
the similarity of cerium to the iron 
oxides and the’ sesquioxides respect- 
ively, and the dissimilarity of the lakes 
to those of tin and the monoxides re- 
spectively, one might regard as an es- 
tablished fact the assertion of modern 
chemistry that cerium is a sesquioxide. 
—Mittheilungen, k. k. Technol, Gewerbs 
Museum, 
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General trade conditions appear to be 
fairly satisfactory, although there is 
more variation shown by the reports, 
some lines enjoying a fair degree of ac- 
tivity, while others have not yet expe- 
rienced the increase usually expected 
at this season of the year. In the lines 
of trade represented by the Reporter 
some improvement is to be noted, es- 
pecially in paints, chemicals and oils, 
though. there is not what may be called 
the usual Spring activity, which, how- 
ever,.,is confidently expected to develop 
very soon. From the industrial centers 
reports continue of a gratifying nature, 
even the textile industry showing im- 
provement. The labor situation, as a 
whole, presents no new features which 
threaten to prove annoying. Some of 
the strikes heretofore referred to have 
been adjusted and that of the Eastern 
cotton mill operatives is in a fair way 
of coming to a speedy termination, some 
of the mills having already resumed op- 
erations. In the mining regions strikes 
are threatened, and it is possible that 
some trouble may result, although It is 
thought the disgruntled miners may be 
induced to agree to arbitrate. The great 
agricultural staples have shown some 
variation, wheat showing a gain and 
corn and oats suffering a slight loss. 
Wheat opened on Monday at 99%c. for 
May delivery and advanced to $1, but 
varied about 1c. from day to day, and 
the close on Friday was at $1.003%. Corn 
has varied from 33%@35\c., closing on 
Friday at 34c. Oats have also been 
weaker, the range being 291%4,@30\c., 
with the close at 29%c. Cotton has been 
steady throughout, opening at 5.93c. for 
March delivery and gradually improv- 
ing to 5.96c., while the close on Friday 
was at 5.94c. Lard showed a decidedly 
weakening tendency during the first 
half of the week, and receded to 5c, on 
Wednesday, but later gained strength 
and advanced to 5.15c. for cash on 
Thursday at Chicago, closing on Fri- 
day at 5%c. for May delivery. The 
market for time money was easier ear- 
ly in the week, but later the offerings 
became more restricted and the mar- 
ket became stronger under a fair de- 
mand. Rates at the close were 414@ 
5 per cent., all periods. Money on call 
at the Stock Exchange ranged from 1% 
to 214 per cent., though the higher rate 
prevailed during the early part of the 
week only, and the average for the 
week was barely 2 per cent. Mercan- 
tile paper was dull nearly all the week, 
but later a fair business resulted, al-

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LINSEED OIL AND MOLECULAR FORCES.

If we dip a small glass tube about 14 


of an inch in diameter into a vessel con- 
taining raw linseed oil, then withdraw 
the glass tube and maintain it in a ver- 
ticle position above the surface of the 
liquid, we will notice that a _ certain 
quantity of the oil is removed from the 
glass, adhering not only to the outside 
surface of the tube, but to the inside 
surface also. 

Of this amount of linseed oil thus re- 
moved from the vessel by the glass 
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another molecular force, viz.: that of 
adhesion, which acts between portions 
of matter of different kinds, which in 
this instance are the linseed oil and the 
glass to which it adheres. 

Both the molecular forces of adhesion 
and cohesion are increased by what I 
shall term the artificial, natural . vis- 
cosity. 

Had we experimented with water in- 
stead of linseed oil, the coating of liquid 
outside of the glass tube and the liquid 
column inside of it would have been 
less noticeable and this because the vis- 
cosity of water is much less than that of 
iinseed oil. 

A lump of sugar, common _ salt, a 
sponge, a piece of pumice stone, if 
placed on a layer of water, afford ex- 
amples of immediate absorption by ca- 
pillarity. 

The most familiar example of capil- 
lary attraction is the paint brush, 
which is, in fact, nothing but a practical 
application of the phenomenon. The 
capillary space between each hair or 
bristle acts as a capillary tube when 
the brush is dipped into oil, paint or 
varnish. There is a movement of the 
liquid upward, while each hair retains 
by adhesion the paint or varnish inside 
of the brush. 

Another familiar example and appli- 
cation of the principle of capillarity ap- 
plied to oils, is the wick of a petroleum 
lamp which causes the illuminating oil 
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tube, but little will remain adhering to 
it; the main portion, at once obeying the 
law of gravity, falls into the glass 
again, forming at first a little stream or 
rivulet, which gradually decreases in 
volume. Next the rivulet ceases, a few 
drops fall at long intervals, and finally 
a very thin coating of oil, hardly per- 
ceptible to the naked eye, covers uni- 
formly the outside surface of the glass 
tube, while a little drop of the oleous 
liquid adheres to the lower end of the 
tube and remains there, as if to illus- 
trate, more strikingly than does the 
coating of oil on the tube itself, the law 
of matter abstracted from gravity. 


CAPILLARY ACTION AND ADHESIVE- 
NESS IN LINSEED OIL FILMS. 


But there is something further to ob- 
serve as the result of this very simple 
experiment. We can notice, also, that 
some of the oil remains inside of the 
tube, forming a liquid column; and this 
liquid mass, in spite of the law of grav- 
ity, remains in suspension, filling the 
lower part of the glass tube until com- 
plete solidification. 

In order to prepare the reader gradu- 
ally for the more complicated ques- 
tions of this branch of Oleometry, I 
have devised this simple experiment, 
because it will serve me to illustrate 
clearly the different nature of the mole- 
cular forces which compel the oil to re- 
main in suspension inside and outside of 
the tube, and which should not be con- 
founded with another form of molecular 
force, namely, the adhesiveness of the 
linseed oil film to the vertical surface 
when the oil is solidified or dry, and 
which force will be studied later on, 

The liquid column or mass of oil 
which remains in suspension inside of 
the tube illustrates what is termed the 
capillary action. Had we experimented 
with a tube 1-16 of an inch in diameter, 
or four times smaller, the rise of the 
linseed oil column inside of the tube 
would have been in the inverse ratio of 
the square (4) of the radius, or sixteen 
times higher. 

LINSEED OIL MOLECULAR 
AND ADHESION. 

As to the droplet of oil which remains 
in suspension at the lower end of the 
tube, it illustrates, first, the force of 
cohesion which acts between the neigh-

resulting film when the oil is solidified 
or “dry.” 

All liquids, no matter how high or low 
their degree of natural viscosity, water 
as well as alcohol, chloroform as well as 
benzine or ether, petroleum as well as 
soap solution, volatile essences as well 
as fixed oils, possess that physical prop- 
erty of adhesing to a solid surface with 
more or less firmness; and the adhes- 
iveness is either temporary or perma- 
nent, according to the degree of fixity or 
the point of volatility of the liquid or 
fluid into which the glass tube or paint 
brush has been dipped. 

But whether temporary or permanent, 
the coating of liquid on the surface of a 
glass rod or a glass tube, as the result 
of simple immersion, is generally called 
a film. 

This scientific term is so general and 
in many instances so improperly ap- 
plied to all sorts of coatings by even 
the most experienced operators, and the 
most skillful chemists, that in the 
writer’s opinion it has become necessary 
to point out and to clearly establish the 
distinct features or the real character- 
istics of a film, so as not to confound it 
with a coating when it comes to linseed 
oil or varnish oils, 
DISTINCTION BETWEEN A 
AND A FILM, 

The word coating implies the idea of 
a liquid covering a surface with an 
aqueous or a viscous layer and regard- 
less of fixity, volatility or general char- 
acteristic of the surface thus coated 
when the layer is dry; or in other 
words, a coating is a thin layer formed 
over a vertical, horizontal or leaning 
surface, either by a fixed or a volatile 
liquid, be it ether, poppy oil, tar or var- 
nish. 

The word film, as the paint and var- 
nish maker or the linoleum manufac- 
turer understands it, implies not only 
the idea of a “coating,’’ but also of a 
subsequent phenomenon, that of a coat- 
ing which has been, through a natural 
or an artificial agency, solidified into a 
transparent, opaque, permanent, pliable 
or elastic membrane, capable of stand- 
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ing without disruption the contractions 
or expansions of the surface upon which 
it is applied. 

Hence a notable difference between a 
film and a mere coating and _ subse- 
quently a co-relation between the co- 
efficient of dilation of a painted sur- 
face and the co-efficient of expansion of 
a dry film covering it. 

THEORETICAL AND ACTUAL FILMS. 

Theoretically the name of “film” is 
given to any liquid or solid layer adher- 
ing temporarily or permanently to a 
surface, be it caused by capillary action, 
viscosity or other molecular force. It 
is admitted in Physics that any slight 
viscous, watery, Opaque or transparent 
layer or coating which adheres to a 
vertical surface is a film; for instance, 
a thin membrane is a film, a pellicle is 
also a film; in fact, the word ‘‘film,’”’ as 
understood in Physics, means the sur- 
face tension of any liquid, from volatile 
chloroform to fixed linseed oil. 

It is not contemplated within the 
scope of this article to advance a new 
argument, either in favor of or in op- 
position to rival molecular’ theories, 
but the writer proposes to disentangle 
truth from error in the study of coat- 
ings and films. In so doing it is his in- 
tention to demonstrate more clearly to 
the practical operator the texture and 
characteristics of what has been termed 
“Linoxine’’—another meaningless word, 
by the way, which is frequently con- 





founded with ‘‘Linoleine’’—to designate 

the solid membrane or dry film pro- 

duced by linseed oil, through a natural 

or artificial process of oxidation. 

CLASSIFICATION OF FILMS AND 
INGS. 

In none of the standard treatises on 
Physical Science, and still less in the 
numerous opuscules, pamphlets and 
books that for the past fifty years have 
been published on the subject of paints, 
coatings or varnishes, in this country 
or abroad, has the linseed oil theorem 
of molecular constitution been con- 
sidered in the light of liquid surface 
tension and in its direct relation to the 
solidified film or stretched membrane 
produced by the well known phenom- 
enon of oxidation. 

The science of physics, which, by the 
way, has achieved some of its greatest 
triumphs in the measurement of _in- 
finitely minute dimensions, and par- 
ticularly that of liquid films, estab- 
lishes only a distinction between liquid 
and solid films. This line of demarca- 
tion places on the side of solid films a 
number of coatings which, in our opin- 
ion, are not films at all, any more than 
a double, treble or quadruple deposit of 
gold, silver or copper, by means of gal- 
vanoplasty on a surface, can be rightly 
termed a film, but rather as we believe, 
should be denominated as a _ double, 
treble or quadruple coating. 

Aware of the apothegm that “order” 
is an imperative mental need in chemi- 
cal as well as practical researches, and 
the fact that many physical and me- 
chanical principles often present such 
similitude in their manifestations that 
confusion often ensues, and especially 
in the case of coatings and films, let us 
draw a sharp and distinct line between 
them, from the standpoint of the prac- 
tical operator, rather than from that of 
the scientist, thus to render possible in- 
telligent discussion im each particular 
case, where the old theory is inade- 
quate to explain the causes of draw- 
blacks or superiority in all grades and

NEW DEFINITION OF A FILM. 


A proper definition of a film, from 
our point of view, is therefore the fol- 
lowing: 

A film is a solid pellicle, elastic mem- 
brane or fibrous tissue, produced by the 
oxidation of a thin layer of drying oil 
or by the evaporation of the liquid ve- 
hicle from a gummy solution, deposited 
on a surface by means of a brush or 
simply by immersion, 

The distinctive feature of a film is 
“toughness,” the distinctive feature of 
a mere coating is “stickiness,’”’ a rad- 
ical difference therefore between the 
molecular structure of a film and that 
of a coating. A film is a fibrous tis- 
sue, inlerwoven as to render it co- 
hesive and in some easily de- 
tachable, as, for instance, a film of col- 
lodion varnish applied on a glass sur- 
face, or a film of boiled linseed oil pro- 
duced on the surface of water by a thin 
layer of the oil as a result of twenty- 
four hours’ exposure to the oxidizing 
effect of atmospheric air. In either case 
the film can be removed in one piece 
as a tissue. Such films are easily de- 
tachable from the surface upon which 
they were produced; but while the film 
produced by collodion varnish and py- 
roxiline is removable as a film from a 
solid surface, the linseed oil film is re- 
movable only when produced on a 
liquid or a semi-liquid surface or on a 
surface that had been coated with a 
non-drying fat.

Very few manufacturers even suspect 
the characteristics of a film and the 
amount of practical knowledge which 
they could derive from a rational study 
of its peculiar structure and gradual 
formation, during the process of oxida- 
tion. Yet the whole secret in the manu- 
facture of linoleum, superior paints and 


durable varnishes is acknowledged to 
lie entirely in the adhesiveness and 
permanency of the film which is the 


ultimate result of the application with 
a brush of one or more coats of lin- 
seed oil, paint or fat varnish. 

Linseed oil being the active element 
of life in varnishes as well as in paints, 
the other ingredients are secondary in 
importance. Gums and pigments can 
be considered as inert materials and in 
most cases their addition to linseed oil 
is not intended to increase the durabil- 
ity of the coating or film, but to pro- 
duce a coating more pleasant to the eye. 
In other words, they are intended less 
to protect a surface than to beau- 
tify it. 

How to produce with linseed oil and 
other ingredients a film or coating that 
possesses more elasticity or more 
durability or more transparency, as the 
case may be, than that produced by a 
rival concern or a competitive firm is 
the problem that confronts the modern 
paint and varnish maker as well as the 
manufacturer of printing inks and lino- 
leum. The key of the problem might, 
in rare instances, found in the use 
of the proper varnish gums or ade- 
quate pigments, or, in other words, in 
the inert substances. But in the great 
majority of cases it will be found in 
the film that linseed oil produces, re- 
gardless of the gums which it contains 
in solution or the particles of pigments 
which it may hold in suspension, as 
neither fossil resins nor pigments pos- 
sess of themselves any binding prop- 
erty at the ordinary temperature; at 
best they possess elements capable of 
counteracting the film porosity. 

Having outlined the distinct charac- 
teristics of coatings and films, it only 
remains now to classify the coatings, 
as well as the films produced either 
by oxidation or by the evaporation of 
volatile solutions in varnishes and dry- 
ing oils, into two categories, viz.:

follows that a dry, adhesive film is ex- 
pected in all cases where the paint or 
varnish is used with a view to beautify 
the surface to which it is applied. 


In our opinion and from the stand- 
point of the varnish maker, there is no 
such thing as a non-drying film. We 


contend that the film is obtained only 
when a film-producing coating such as 
linseed oil or collodion has been allowed 
to dry. 

In the first instance it is a film pro- 
duced by oxidation. In the second it 
is the result of the etherized alcohol 
volatilization. 


When we dip a “round” 
paint brush into a _ vessel 
linseed oil, the brush is covered by a 
coating of liquid linseed oil. The oil 
thus adhering to the brush is held there 
by capillary attraction and when it is 
spread over the surface to be painted 
the thin layer of oil is still a coating, 
but it should be no longer so named or 
described from the moment the oil be- 
gins to “set’’ in solid form; or, in other 
words, when it passes from the liquid 
to the solid state under the action of 
atmospheric air and owing to the phe- 
nomenon of linseed oil oxidation.

To be still more accurate, another dis- 
tinction should be established between 
a coating and a layer of oil, for ex- 
ample, the distinction that exists when 
a steamer or a vessel allows a cer- 
tain quantity of mineral oil to run 
on the surface of the ocean with 
a view to calm tthe breaking of the 
waves. The oil gradually extends over 
a large circular area that is styled the 
zone of protection and forms a floating 
strata, which, however thin, cannot in 
our opinion be termed a coating and 


still less can be regarded as a film, It 
is simply and purely a layer. 
Non-drying coatings and layers have 


found some uses in painting as well as 
dry coatings and films. For instance, 
some English war vessels as well as 
merchant steamers have been coated 
with oleate of copper or tallow prep- 
arations containing arsenic, verdigris 
or copper oxides which are destructive 
to barnacles and vegetable as well as 
animal life, and these compositions, 
while excellent for the protection of 
ships’ bottoms, never dry in the sense 
of the word as applied to paints and 
varnishes. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF LINSEED OIL 
FILMS, 


The characteristics of a coating or of 
a film vary with the fluid or liquid 
producing it. No two different liquids 
produce identical coatings. Indeed to 
be still more exact, we should say that 
no two varnishes, paints or oils pro- 
duce an identical coating, In fact, it 
can be stated without fear of successful 
contradiction that no two brands of co- 
pal varnish made from the same form- 
ula, not even two brands of pure raw 
linseed oil extracted from seeds of the 
same origin will ever produce an abso- 
lutely identical film, and this because 
neither linseed oil nor varnishes are ab- 
solutely homogeneous. 


The thickness of the resulting film, its 
adhesiveness, its elasticity, depend on 
physical causes and climatic condi- 
tions, which, like the temperature, the 
proportion of oxygen in the atmos- 
phere, the hygrometric condition of the 
air, the wresence of gases, are con- 
stantly varying. These are outside in- 
fluences, while the linseed oil is not in- 
trinsically a homogeneous liquid, al- 
though apparently homogeneous to our 
senses and to the tests of our most 
delicate oleometric instruments. 


THE IDEAL AND THE REAL STANDARD. 


“Linseed crushers, oil boilers, varnish 
makers and linoleum manufacturers 
may, as a result of years and years of 
observation and experimenting, be able 
to produce two “batches” of linseed oil 
or fat varnishes near enough to an ideal 
standard to answer for practical pur- 
poses; but the result thus obtained, 
however satisfactory, is not of itself an 
ideal standard. In the first place the 
operator, however skillful, cannot du-

sulting film; and this film is well worth 
studying, whether produced by linseed 
oil alone or by the admixture of other 





oils or vehicles, solvents or diluents to 
pure linoleine. The resulting film in 
each case will show different charac- 
teristics, and, if microscopically exam- 
ined, will show textures which vary as 
infinitely as the tints, tones or colors 
of the solar spectrum. This is one of 


the most interesting and least studied 

characteristics and peculiarities of lin- 

seed oil films in their relation to paints, 

varnishes, printing inks and linoleum.

such article so adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act, or any 
person who shall sell or offer for sale in 
the District of Columbia or the Territories 
of the United States such adulterated, 
mixed, misbranded or imitated foods, 
(beverages), condiments or drugs shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and for such 
offense be fined not exceeding $200 for the 
first offense and for each subsequent 
offense not exceeding $300, or be impris- 
oned not exceeding one year, or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. That the chief chemist shall 
make, or cause to be made, under rules 
and regulations to be presented by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, examinations of 
speciments of food, (beverages), condi- 
ments and drugs offered for sale in orig- 
inal or unbroken packages in any State, 
(District of Columbia) or Territory other 
than where manufactured or from any 
foreign country which may be collected 
from time to time, under rules and regu- 
lations to be prescribed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, and under his direction, 
in various parts of the country, and pub- 
lish in bulletins the results of such an- 
alysis. If it shall appear from such ex- 
amination that any of the provisions of 
this act have been violated the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall at once certify the 
facts to the proper United States district 
attorney, with a copy of the results of the 


analysis duly authenticated by the an- 
alyist under oath. 
Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of 


every district attorney to whom the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture shall report any vio- 
lation of this act to cause proceedings to 
be commenced and prosecuted without de- 
lay for the fines and penalties in such 
case provided. 


DEFINITIONS. 


Sec. 5. That the term ‘drug,’ as used 
in this bill, shall include all medicines 
(recognized by the United States Pharma- 
copoeia and National Formulary) for in- 
ternal or external use and (cosmetics). 
The term ‘‘food,’’ as used herein, shall in- 
clude all articles used for food, (candy), 
drink, or condiment by man (or domestir 
animal), whether simple, mixed or com- 
pound. The ‘term ‘‘misbranded,”’ as used 
herein, shall include all drugs, or articles 
of food, or articles which enter into the 
composition of food or condiments, the 
package or label of which shall bear any 
statement purporting to name any in- 
gredients or substances as not being con- 


tained in such article, which statement 
shall be false in any particular. (Any 
condiment or food product which is 


falsely branded as to the State or Terri- 
tory in which it is manufactured or pro- 
duced.) 


ADULTERATIONS, 


Sec. 6. That for the purposes of this 
act an article shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated— 


In case of drugs: 


First.—If, when a drug is sold under or 
by a name recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity, 
according to the tests laid down therein 
(in the United States Pharmacopoeia offi- 
cial at the time of the investigation.) 

Second.—If, when sold under or by a 
name not recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia, but which is found in 
(the National Formulary), it differs from 


the standard of strength, quality, or 
purity, according to the tests laid down 
in said work. 

Third.—If its strength or purity falls 


below the professed standard under which 
it is sold. 

Fourth.—If it be an imitation of and 
sold under the specific name of another 
article. 

In the case of food, (candy) or drink: 

(First.—Candies of domestic manufac- 
ture and chocolate of domestic manufac- 
ture may be deemed to be adulterated if 
they contain terra alba, barytas, talc, 
chrome yellow, or other mineral sub- 
stances or poisonous colors or flavors, or 
other ingredients deleterious or detri- 
mental to health.) 

Second.—If any substance or substances 
has or have been mixed and packed with 
it so as to reduce or lower or injuriously 
affect its quality or strength, so that such 
product, when offered for sale, shall de- 
ceive or tend to deceive the purchaser. 

Third.—If any inferior substance or 
substances has or have been substituted 
wholly or in part for the article, so that 
the product, when sold, shall deceive or 
tend to deceive the purchaser. 

Fourth.—If any valuable constituent of 
the artiele has been wholly or in part ab- 
stracted, so that the produce, when sold, 
shall deceive or tend to deceive the pur- 
chaser. 

Fifth.—If it be an imitation of and sold 
under the specific name of another ar- 
ticle, 

Sixth.—If it be mixed, colored, powdered 
or sustained in a manner whereby dam- 
age or inferiority is concealed, so that 
such product, when sold, shall deceive or 
tend to deceive the purchaser, 

Seventh.—If it contain any added pois- 
onous ingredient or any ingredient which 
may render such article injurious to the 
health of the person consuming it. 

HRighth.—If it be labeled or branded so 
as to deceive or mislead the purchaser, 
or purport to be a foreign product when 
branded so, or is an imitation, either in 
package or label, of an established pro- 
prietary product which has been trade- 
marked or patented. 

Ninth.—If it consists of the whole or 





any part of a diseased, filthy, decom- 
posed, or putrid animal or vegetable sub- 
stance, or any portion of an animal unfit 
for food, whether manufactured or not, 
or if it is the product of a diseased ani- 
mal, or of an animal that has died other- 
wise than by slaughter: Provided, that 
an article of food, condiment, which does 
not contain any added poisonous ingredi- 
ent shall not be deemed to be adulterated 
in the following case: First, in the case 
of mixtures or compounds which may be 
now or from time to time hereafter 
known as articles of food’ or condiments 
under their own distinctive names, and 
not included in definition fourth of this 
section, Second, in the case of articles 
labeled, branded or tagged so as to plain- 
ly indicate that they are mixtures, com- 
pounds, combinations, imitations or 
blends. Third, when any matter or ingre- 
dient has been added to the food, condi- 
ment, because the same is required for 
the production or preparation thereof as 
an article of commerce in a state fit for 
carriage or consumption, and not fraudu- 
lently to increase the bulk, weight or 
measure of the food, condiment, or con- 
ceal the inferior quality thereof: Pro- 
vided, that the same shall be labeled, 
branded, or tagged, as prescribed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, so as to show 
them to be compounds, and the exact 
character thereof: And provided further, 
that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as requiring or compelling proprie- 
tors or manufacturers of proprietary 
foods and wares (medicines) to dis- 
close their trade formulas, except in 
so far as the provisions of this 
bill may require to secure free- 
dom from adulteration or _ imitation. 
Fourth, Where the food, condiment, or 
drug is unavoidably mixed with some 
harmless extraneous matter in the pro- 
cess of collection or preparation: Pro- 
vided further, that no retailer shall be 
convicted under the provisions of this 
act when he is able to (prove) a written 
guaranty of purity, in a form approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, as pub- 
lished in his rules and regulations, signed 
by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, 
or other party from whom he purchased 
said articles. Said guaranty shall con- 
tain the full name and address of the 
party or parties making the sale to the 
retailer and said party or parties shall 
be amenable to the prosecution, fines and 
other penalties which would attach in 
due course to the retailer under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is hereby authorized to cause ail 
compound, mixed, or blended products to 


be properly branded and prescribe how 
this shall be done. 
(Sec, 8 It shall be the duty of the 


Secretary of Agriculture to call upon the 


Association of Official Agricultural Chem- 


ists and such physicians, not less than 
five, as the President of the United 
States shall seiect from the Medical De- 


partment of the Army, Navy and United 
States Marine Hospital and five chemists 
to be selected by the American Chemical 
Society to determine jointly the standards 
of all food products within the meaning 
of this act, and when so determined such 
standards shall guide the chemists of tne 
Department of Agriculture in the per- 
formance of the duties imposed upou 
them by this act, and shall remain the 
standards before all courts. It shall be 
the duty of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists and the medical 
officers before mentioned to confer with 
and consult the duly credited representa- 
tives of all industries for whom standards 
shall be established under the provisions 
of this act.) 

Sec. 9. That every person who manu- 
factures for shipment and delivers for 
transportation from any State, Territory, 
or the District of Columbia, to any other 
State, Territory, or the District of Colum- 
bia, any drug, condiment, or article of 
food, and every person who exposes for 
sale or delivery to a purchaser any drug, 
condiment, or article of food received 
from a State, Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, other than the State, Territory, 
or the District of Columbia in which he 
exposes for sale or delivers such drug or 
article of food, and which article is in 
the original unbroken package in which 
the same was received, shall furnish 
within business hours and upon tender 
and full payment of the selling price a 
sample of such drugs, condiments, or ar- 
ticles of food to any person duly author- 
ized by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
receive the same, and who shall apply to 
such manufacturer or vender or person 
delivering to a purchaser such drug or ar- 
ticles for such sample for such use, in 
sufficient quantity for the analysis of any 
such articles in his possession. And 
in the presence of such dealer 
and an agent of the Department 
of Agriculture, if so desired by 
either party, said sample shall be di- 
vided into three parts, and each part 
shall be sealed by the seal of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. One part shall be 
left with the dealer, one delivered to the 
chemist of the Department of Agriculture 
and one deposited with the United States 
District Attorney for the district in which 
the sample is taken. Said manufacturer 
or dealer may have the sample left with 
him analyzed at his own expense, and if 
the results of said analysis differ from 
those of the chemist of the Department of 
Agriculture the sample in the hands of 
the District Attorney shall be analyzed at 
the expense of the said manufacturer or 
dealer by a third chemist, who shall be 
appointed by the president of the Associa- 
tion of Official Agricultural Chemists of 
the United States, and the analysis shall 


be conducted in the presence of the chem- 
ist of the Department of Agriculture and 
the chemist representing the dealer, and 
the whole evidence shall be laid before 
the court. 

Sec. 10. That (any manufacturer or 
dealer who) refuses to comply, upon de- 


mand, with the requirements of section 
nine of this act shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 


shall be fined not exceeding $100 nor less 
than $10, or imprisoned not exceeding 100 
nor less than 30 days, or both. And any 
person found guilty of manufacturing, or 
offering for sale, or selling an adulterated, 
impure, or misbranded article of food, 
condiment, or drug in violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be adjudged 
to pay, in addition to the penalties here- 
tofore provided for, all the necessary 
costs and expenses incurred in inspecting 
and analyzing such adulterated articles 
which said person may have been found 
guilty of manufacturing, selling, or offer- 
ing for sale. 

Sec. 11. That this act shall not be con- 
strued to interfere with commerce wholly 
internal in any State, nor with the exer- 
cise of their police powers by the several 
States. (Old section 12 stricken out.) 

Sec, 12. That any article of food, con- 
diment, or drug that is adulterated within 
the meaning of this act, and is trans- 
ported, or is being transported, from one 
State to another for sale, or if it be sold 
or offered for sale in the District of Co- 
lumbia and the Territories of the United 
States, shall be liable to be proceeded 
against in any district court of the 
United States, within the district where 
the same is found and seized for contis- 
cation, by a process of libel for condem- 
nation, And*if such article is condemned 
as being adulterated, the same shall be 
disposed of as the said court may direct, 
and the proceeds thereof, if sold, less the 
legal costs and charges, shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the United States. 
The proceedings in such libel cases shall 
conform, as ‘near as may be, to proceed- 
ings in admiralty, except that either 
party may bemand trial by jury of any 
issue of fact joined in such case, and all 
such proceedings shall be at the suit of 
and in the name of the United States.

But year by year the legi- 
timate purposes to which methylated 
spirit might be applied have been whit- 
tled down, and the final touch of dena- 
turing with rock oil seemed to indicate 
that the Excise authorities consider 
that the chief use of methylated spirit 
is as fuel. Manufacturers and retailers 
have submitted to the limitations and 
restrictions with astonishing equanim- 
ity; indeed, we can testify from corre- 
spondence which we have recently had 
with several leading manufacturers, 
that if they had allowed their zeal for 
British industrial progress to outrun 
their respect for the revenue, they 
might long ere this have obtained con- 
cessions in the use of alcohol in manu- 
factures which would have kept a few 
industries from shipping across the 
German Ocean. It is difficult to under- 
stand this attitude of manufacturers, 
except it be that they feel themselves 
so burdened with bonds, inspection, and 
restriction, that they fear any fresh 
“concession” may merely add to the 
burden. Some have so expressed them- 
selves to us, while others point to what 
the authorities have already done and 
what they may yet do if diplomatic and 
reasonable persuasion is adopted. Per- 
haps enough of this lamb-like meekness 
has been shown so far, at least, as de- 
natured spirit is concerned. The only 
things the authorities have done since 
it was introduced are restricting its use 
and spoiling it for many purposes, and 
it is high time that something should be 
done to get the legislature to look into 
the matter, as they must do before any 
modification of methylated spirit can 
take place. The original object of the 
Legislature im creating methylated 
spirit was to encourage arts and manu- 
factures. Since it was introduced many 
new arts and manufactures have arisen, 
to which spirit denatured by methy- 
lation is unsuited. Foreign governments 
which have adopted the principle which 
we originated have been careful to 
widen it as experience and increased 
knowledge have dictated. We have 
stood still and tied ourselves more 
tightly with the regulation rope, while 
our foreign competitors have taken ad- 
vantage of our disabilities. The Ger- 
man Government, for example, in ad- 
dition to permitting pure alcohol to be 
used for manufacturing purposes, have 
created six kinds of denatured spirit for 
the benefit of those who find the pure 
alcohol regulations irksome. These 
spirits are as follows: 

1. A pyridine-methylated spirit con- 
taining 2 per cent. of wood-spirit and 1 
per cent. of pyridine, for general pur- 
poses. . 

2. A spirit containing 0.5 per cent. of 
oil of turpentine or 0.025 per cent. of 
animal ail, for the preparation of al- 
kaloids. 

3. A spirit containing 0.5 per cent. of 
oil of turpentine for the extraction of 
jalap and scameony, for use by polish- 
ers and for manufacturing polish. 

4. A spirit containing 0.025 per cent. 
of animal oil, for manufacturing ani- 
line dyes, chloroform, iodoform, sul- 


At the dissolution of the London 
County Council on the 22d ult., its last 
official act was to adopt a resolution of 
the Public Control Committee recom- 
mending that ‘“‘the flash-point fixed by 
the petroleum acts be raised to 105 de- 
grees. Fahr. (Abel test), and that the 
sale and use for illuminating purposes 
of oil below that flash-point be prohib- 
ited."" This at once marks a bold de- 
parture from the old order of things in 
regulating the treatment of burning oils 
in the United Kingdom; and as such a 
recommendation has been backed up by 
a “rider’’ to a verdict given by a jury, 
in a recent case of accidentai death in 
a fire caused by an oil lamp explosion, 
to the effect that “the Government 
should be strongly urged to take im- 
mediate steps to prohibit thé sale of 
low-flash oil,’’ it appears as if public 
opinion was becoming ripe for a speedy 
settlement of the question. Without 
waiting for the decision of the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, 
appointed to inquire into the matter, 
and who have yet to meet again be- 
fore terminating their sittings and pre- 
senting their report to the House, cer- 
tain parties outside the petroleum trade 
are taking upon themselves to dictate 
to those responsible what they think is 
the best remedy for the evils com- 
plained of, as if a mere raising of the 
flash-point would be sufficient to guard 
against all accidents. 


So far as the evidence of profession- 
als and experts examined by the com- 
mittee has gone, it is only fair to say 
that their testimony has been rather in 
favor of adhering to the existing flash- 
points of 73 degrees Fahr. close, and 
100 degrees open test; and the wit- 
nesses who opposed this idea were quite 
in a minority, and did not adequately 
express the views of those members of 
the trade whose long and varied expe- 
rience entitle them to be recognized as 
reliable authorities on so important a 
subject as the sale and consumption of 
illuminating oils. It has been repeat- 
edly stated, and can be emphatically 
proved, that, in proportion to the im- 
mense quantities of mineral oil im- 
ported and consumed in this country 
within the last thirty years, expand- 
ing from thousands to millions of gal- 
lons and barrels, the number of acci- 
dents arising solely from the explosive 
nature of the oil has been no greater 
than at its introduction, as an article 
of domestic use, in place of the old- 
fashioned tallow candle. On the con- 
trary, an examination of the causes 
most productive of fatal and other ac- 
cidents reveals the fact that the chief 
danger has proceeded from utter care- 
lessness in placing or leaving the 
lighted lamp in unsafe and insecure po- 
sitions, or, if that has not been the 
prime cause of mishaps and explo- 
sions, dirt and neglect of the most or- 
dinary precautions have contributed 
largely toward increasing the risks in- 
curred. 

Then, again, there is the construction 
and durability of the lamp to be consid- 
ered, for how often has it happened 
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that no accident whatever would have 
occurred if the lamp, its burner, or res- 
ervoir had not been of a fragile, defec- 
tive or trashy kind! Surely it is not 
worse, nor more unnatural, for the oil 
to blaze up when set free by being 
spilled, than it is for the glass to crack, 
or for the lamp to break to pieces when 
it falls down or is knocked over; and 
what safeguards can be imposed that 
will be effective to prevent unforeseen 
slips and spills of this sort? None; only 
people’s common sense, the exercise of 


which is supposed to be above the 
teaching of legislative and municipal 
bodies. Be the remedies what they 


may, the users of burning oils must in 
the main find out for themselves, as 
they do in handling other substances, 
what is the best plan for protecting 
their lives and homes from fire through 
the thoughtless upsetting and breaking 
of lamps; and we should imagine that 
none could be so capable of doing this 
as those who are most immediately con- 
cerned, and on the spot, to see that 
there is nothing wrong. A higher 
flash-point might probably be safer, 
but it would not insure total immu- 
nity from lamp accidents, unless the 
consumers at large were always alike 
eareful, and paid proper attention to 
the conditions under which petroleum 
is used in their dwellings.—Oil Trade 
Review.

The Sale of Poisons in the District 
of Columbia. 


Washington, March 18, 1898. 

The drug trade is again being agi- 
tated by the introduction of a bill in 
the House of Representatives by Cur- 
tiss of Iowa to regulate the sale of poi- 
sons in the District of Columbia. This 
bill is very similar to the measure 
which was favorable reported by the 
Senate Committee on the District of 
Columbia during the first session of the 
present Congress, but subsequently 
withdrawn and an adverse report sub- 
stituted. The pending bill provides that 
it shall be unlawful for any person ex- 
cept a registered pharmacist, or under 
the supervision of such, to retail any 
poisons enumerated in the bill. 

It is provided in addition that all 
vials, boxes, ete., must be labeled with 
the name of the drug, the word “poi- 
son,” and the name of the pharmacy 
and the address of the place where sold. 
The most obnoxious feature of the 
measure, and the one which aroused 
the antagonism of the wholesale trade 
in the former bill is the requirement 
that all so-called poisons shall be sold 
in a three-cornered container. 


This measure is being advocated by 
the medical fraternity of Washington 
and elsewhere, but is being strongly 
opposed by the drug trade on the 
ground that while it might prove of 
advantage to physicians it would be a 
great detriment to the drug trade. A 
number of leading manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical preparations, etc., who 
have been solicited to favor the passage 
of the bill are opposing it vigorously, 
and the Reporter's correspondent is 
able to state that it will be adversely 
acted upon by the Senate should it 
ever reach that body. At present the 
bill is on the docket of the House Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, 
where it will probaly remain for some 
time to come.

Changes in the Board of General 
Appraisers. 


Washington, March 18, 1898. 
The liveliest interest is felt in the 
Treasury Department in the situation 
which has been precipitated by the 
resignation from the Board of General 
Appraisers of Gen. George H, Sharpe, 
which is the first that has taken place 


since the board was organized under 
the Customs Administrative act of 
June 10, 1890. The Treasury Depart- 


ment has no official information that 
Gen. Sharpe has resigned, but the of- 
ficials accept his informal statement to 
the press as indicating his intention to 
sever his connection with the board at 
the earliest date, and speculation as to 
his successor has crystallized upon 
Supervising Special Agent Chance. Mr. 
Chance has not been formally selected, 
but there is little doubt that he will 
be appointed. 


It is highly significant that the de- 
partment is now looking forward rather 
hopefully to other changes in the board 
which will tend to harmonize certain 
elements which have for some time 
seriously embarrassed the department 
by their hostile attitude toward each 
other, and which have threatened the 















usefulness of the board itself. What 
these changes will be and how they can 
be brought about no one in the de- 
partment ventures to suggest officially, 
but that two or more vacancies would 
be appreciated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury is an open secret here. 

The department officials are pleased 
with the result of the reorganization of 
the board which was effected last fall, 
chiefly because it served to emphasize 
the subordinate position of the board in 
its relation to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. ‘here has been less con- 
fusion also in the matter of conflicting 
decisions, but the department cannot 
see that much has been gained in the 
way of increased harmony in the per- 
sonal regulations of the members. It is 
recognized that this is a difficult mat- 
ter to approach, first, because it is one 
of which the department would not 
usually take cognizance, and, second, 
because the tenure of the board under 
the law is so secure that its members 
can only be removed upon charges. 

It will be seen that the department 
has not determined what it will do in 
prosecuting its efforts to harmonize the 
board and increase its efficiency, but 
that the situation is being very care- 
fully canvassed, and that one or more 
resignations would be very acceptable 
to the Secretary of the Treasury are 
highly significant facts which indicate 
what the department would like to do 
if a way can be found for doing it.

Old Time Petroleum Bucket Shops. 


The committee of directors appointed 
to make arrangements to prevent the 
making of ‘“‘wash” sales and the record- 
ing of sales not made on the floor of 
the exchange met yesterday, and to- 
day will recommend that the members 
of the exchange will record their trans- 
actions as soon as made. 

The fact that the Board of Directors 
should be formally asked to take such 
measures of protection may seem 
strange to the uninitiated, but there is 
no speculative business, from matching 
pennies to floating a bond issue, that is 
free from the “sure thing” player, and 
the oil market has not been entirely 
free from suspicion, The dissemination 
of bogus information, reporting wells 
dry where, in fact, the indications were 
that the well would be a gusher, or 
vica versa; making mysteries of wild- 
cat wells, and all the so-calied ‘“‘legiti- 
mate” influences upon the speculative 
market in the early days in turn gave 
way to schemes that were not consid- 
ered so honorable. Those were the 
days when oil certificates were the king 
of speculative commodities. Bradford 
had two thriving oil exchanges, Pitts- 
burgh had two, and New York paid more 
attention to oil in its exchanges than 
stocks, or produce commanded. On the 
Oil City exchange alone the sales and 
resales of certificate oil amounted to as 
high as 22,000,000 barrels per day, and 
the local broker had customers from 
Maine to Mexico, and from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. The business was so 
large that the efforts of the schemes 
were generally attended by serious re- 
sults. Just how much these disreput- 
able methods were responsible for the 
decline of the speculative oil business is 
not worth while considering at _ this 
time. That all kinds of crooked influ- 
ences were brought to bear in the man- 
ipulation of prices in the past there is 
no fair-minded oil man willing to deny 
at this present time, when the transac- 
tion of 100,000 barrels of oil in one day 
is considered a remarkable thing, and 
the fact that oil has been bought by 
men able to carry it at a loss of a few 
cents a barrel without defaulting, is 
considered a matter of public congratu- 
lation, One of the most notable “plays” 
that were made in the old-time specu- 
lative market was a scheme in which 
New York, Syracuse, Rochester, Buf- 
falo and Oil City men were interested, 
and to what extent the bucket shops 
of the first four cities were swindled 
will never be known. The fact that the 
swindle was carried on for four or five 
years before it was detected will give 
some idea of its magnitude. When the 
discovery was made it was found that 
men high in business and professional 
life were interested, but beyond the im- 
mediate discharge of some high officials 
connected with the telegraph companies 
in New York city and the prompt 
changing in the manner of conducting 
the bucket shop business, the public 
had no inkling of the great conspiracy. 

At that time—in the early 80s—it was 
the custom of the bucket shop men to 
trade at board prices. That is, the 
prices ruling in the Oil City Oil Ex- 
change were received continuously and 
posted on the blackboards of the 
bucket shops, and from these prices 
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the speculators in those times could buy 
or sell without limit. Oil City prices 
ruled absolutely. This was the basis 
for the whole beautiful scheme. At 
first, and before the ruling powers 
gained experience, the wires in New 
York, leading from the Oil City ex- 
change bull ring, were tapped and held 
open, In the meantime private mes- 
Sages were giving the price ruling on 
the floor of the Oil City Exchange, and 
when the advance or decline was suf- 
ficent to make a profit for the “sure 
thing” speculators, the wire would come 
clear, and the interrupted quotations 
would be telegraphed over the ticker 
from a half to three cents behind time. 

As the profit was $10 to the cent on 
every thousand, and the bucket shops 
would trade in lots amounting to 100,000 
barrels, or more, if asked to do so, the 
amount that the sure thing men would 
clean up in the bucket shops may be 
imagined. But in time the bucket men 
became suspicious. Race wires had been 
tapped and pool rooms had _ been 
mulcted from time out of mind, and 
they believed that some such a scheme 
was being worked with them. Their 
complaints became so vigorous and so 
regular that the Western Union Com- 
pany, in charge of the ticker, was 
forced to take some action to retain 
the bucket shop trade. Spies and de- 
tectives were sent to the bucket shops 
without learning anything, but their 
presence became disquieting to the 
“speculators,” and their nerve failed 
them. Another scheme was necessary, 
and Oil City was the next point. On 
Aug. 12, 1884, one of the gang was sent 
here to do business with the Oil City 
brokers, operators or reporters. Their 
scheme was a beauty, because it was so 
simple, A man, who gave his name 
here as “Lappan,” and who at times 
asserted that he was prominently iden- 
tified with the electric department of 
the Nickel Pilate Railway, was the man 
appointed to make the arrangements, 
and he was a daisy. To understand 
the scheme, it will be necessary to refer 
to the old manner of reporting the sales 
for the Gold and Stock, Commercial 
News Department, or ticker service of 
the Western Union in the old times. 
Each sale made on the floor of the Oil 
City Oil Exchange was reported as it 
was made. The reporter wrote down 
the sale, and the operator telegraphed 
the same direct to New York by special 
wire. At times the sales came faster 
than the operator could telegraph the 
figures, and here was the swindler’s op- 
portunity. It was not often that the 
transaction made would be below 5,000 
barrels, and when such was the case 
the small lots were “bunched” and sent 
as one sale, Under the great specula- 
tive excitement of those days, the mar- 
ket would often make on advance of 3 
or 5 cents in a straight line, and drop 
back as many and more cents without 
reaction and in a comparatively short 
time. Under extraordinary circum- 
stances, such as a failure of some 
prominent speculator, brokerage firm or 
bank, or the discovery of a good well in 
new territory, or a dry one in good, 
the market would change from 5 to 20 
cents or more. 

Lappin’s scheme was to have the re- 
porter and telegraph operator take ad- 
vantage of these violent fluctuations. 
When the market took a sudden spurt 
up the reporter was to write down 3,000 
and 1,000 barrels at the same price. 
When it went down he was to write 
down 3,000 and 2,000 barrels at similar 
prices, always writing these figures 
after the market had advanced from a 
half to a cent. For instance: The mar- 
ket opened with sales at 61 cents, there 
was a dry well in, or some other dis- 
turbing influence, and the market ad- 
vanced sharply a half cent before the 
reporter had time to write down the 
first sale, as was often the case. It 
must be remembered that every sale as 
it was reported appeared simultaneous- 
ly in the bucket shops in New York, 
Buffalo, Rochester and Syracuse. The 
reporter would write down 3,000 at 61; 
1,000 at 61—the signal to buy, then stop 
quoting long enough to allow the men 
on the other end to make their purchase 
in the bucket shops. So long as the 
market advanced the reporter was to 
avoid the use of the combination of 
3,000 and 1,000 barrels, but when the top 
had been reached and the market be- 
gan its down trip, then the signal to sell 
was given and the bucket shop which 
had been receiving quotations from a 
half to two cents behind the market 
would be swindled on both the up and 
down trip. When the limit of top and 
bottom had been reached and the shops 
properly milked, the signal ‘4;000” at 
any price was given, which meant to 
close all deals and lay quiet until an- 
other opportunity was presented. Un- 
fortunately for the conspirators, the re- 
porter and telegraph operator were an- 

































































































































































































































imated by a mixture of fear and fidel- 
ity to their employers. Fear in that 
it had been reported to them time and 
again that their actions were being 
watched by detectives from New York. 
Men were on the floor of the oil ex- 
change who were never known to do 
any business, but stuck to the bull ring 
railing and asked questions and 
watched the operators, all innocent 
enough itself, but to a man fore- 
warned expecting a detective in 
every most transparent 
subterfuge. If these New York men 
could have heard the comments that 
were made by the men they were put to 
watch, their bump of self-esteem would 
have dwindled into a hollow space in 
their craniums. No matter what was 
the motive, the fact remains that the 
offer of “Mr. Lappin’ was promptly 
reported to Mr. Frank Ross, then man- 
ager of the Oil City office, and he in 
turn wired a report to the district su- 
perintendent, C. O. Rowe, since de- 
ceased, at Pittsburgh. The operator 
and reporter were instructed to follow 
Lappin’s directions and to agree to send 
the signals. Then the system of dis- 
covery was inaugurated. Every Satur- 
day the slips on which the sales had 
been recorded in Oil City were sent to 
the manager of the Buffalo office, Mr. 
Tillinghast, and there compared with 
the sales as they passed into the bucket 
shops in that city. Detectives watched 
the men who were buying and selling 
from the signals. At Rochester, Syra- 
cuse and New York city the same sys- 
tem of espionage was inaugurated and 
in a short time the gang was unearthed 
and the number of barrels sold ceased 
to go over the ticker. The Buffalo pa- 
pers got an inkling of it at the time, but 
advanced the theory that the wires had 
been tapped. 

What action the Western Union took 
in the matter never became public. 
There were rumors that wires were 
found in the company’s offices in New 
York city that, when properly manipu- 
lated, would throw the Oil City ticker 
wire open. For weeks precding the mo- 
mentous arrival of Mr. Lappin into Oil 
City, it was a notorious fact that the 
wire, which on the test in the morning 
would show “clear,’’ would be “in trou- 
ble” a few minutes before opening time 
every morning, and only come clear 
when the market had worked off its 
flurry and settled down. 
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After the investigation began at Oil 
City it was well known that the super- 
intendent of the Commercial News De- 
partment, D. J. Ludwig, quit his posi- 
tion, possibly from chagrin at not be- 
ing able to discover the cause of the 
frequent “wire trouble” in that branch 
of the Western Union service. 


About this time the schemers, or a 
part of the gang, arranged a grand coup 
on the bucket shop men. There was an 
important well in, and the market was 
bound to be weak. Orders were placed 
in all of the bucket shops of the coun- 
try to sell oil at the opening figures. 
The amounts were so large that the 
owners of the bucket shops’ were 
alarmed, and one of the largest con- 
cerns in Buffalo of that kind reported 
the circumstances to the manager of 
the Western Union telegraph office at 
that place. In turn, Manager Ross here 
was notified to look out for a fictitious 
sale at the opening and the reporter was 
so instructed, When the bell rang as 
a signal for opening the market, there 
was a grand rush to sell, but above all 
the clamor could be heard the voice of 
an Oil City broker bidding 2% cents 
above all other speculators for oil. He 
got it and bid for more, and, simulta- 
neously with this dealing, other brokers 
were selling at from 2 to 3 cents lower. 
The high sales were not recorded, but 
the lower figures were reported as the 
opening sales, and the bucket shops 
were saved thousands of dollars by the 
deal. The broker, who is still a resident 
of the city, always claimed that he act- 
ed in good faith, and that the order was 
sent to him and properly margined. As 
it was, at the time he could not, or 
would not, understand why the sale was 
not recorded, and business was prac- 
tically stopped during his altercation 
with the reporter. H. L. Foster, who 
was then president of the exchange, 
was called upon to take action in the 
matter against the reporter, but an ex- 
planation from Manager Ross caused 
him to uphold and commend the action 
of the reporter and the Western Union 
Company. The inside history of this 
big conspiracy has never before been 
given to the public. It marked the de- 
cline in the public interest in oil specu- 
lations, and with it the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars a week in revenues 
from the bucket shops paid to the 
Western Union Company for the ticker 
service.—Oil City Derrick. 


OlL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


English Petroleum Markets. 


London. — A long spell of inactivity 
has seemed to prevail in this market, 
no diversion from the dull monotony 
previously noticed having been exper- 
ienced since the beginning of February, 
and the petroleum trade throughout 
has been as quiet as possible until the 
commencement of March. Arrivals 
have been as numerous and as exten- 
sive as ever, and, with diminished 
quantities being delivered for consump- 
tion, an accumulation of stocks in Lon- 
don or the outports must have been 
the rule rather than the exception dur- 
ing the past month. Prices at first, 
notwithstanding, scarcely varied from 
those in January, and only a week ago 
were recorded as under: American re- 
fined at 4%d., and Russian oil at 4 
3-16d. to 44d. per gal. for present de- 
liveries; also at 4%d. and 414d. for 
September to December orders. Late- 
ly, however, a kind of “boom” has been 
started at New York, which has had 
the effect of forcing up prices on this 
side of the Atlantic, so that American 
oil now realizes 45¢d. to 4%d., and Rus- 
sian 43d. per gal., for instant delivery. 
In waterwhite oil there was nothing 
new to observe till quite recently, when 
the value stiffened to 55%d. and 5%d.; 
but petroleum spirit remains as last 
quoted.

LINSEED OIL.-— Fine weather has 
somewhat stimulated consumption, and 
with a slight improvement in inquiry 
has come a rather better feeling among 
crushers, There are fair deliveries on 
contract, and what is sometimes irrev- 
erently termed the ‘‘miscellaneous job 
lot trade’ has been rather more ac- 
tive. Small quanaities are still obtain- 
able at 38 cents, but the tone of the 
market is somewhat firmer than at the 
time of the last writing, and it would 
occasion no surprise if quotations were 
to advance within a week. All cir- 
cumstances favor higher prices; a dull 
cake market, a partial recovery in seed, 
and even a seemingly well assured pros- 
pect of an early spring. Some concerns 
are even now asking 39c. for car lot 
quantities and say that these figures 
are to be advanced. There seems to 
be no disposition to ship to the sea- 
board under the conditions at present 
prevailing in the East. 

FLAXSEED.—The postings on the 
Exchange for the past six days show an 
increase of 14,520 bushels in receipts 
over those for the week preceding, with 
a falling off of 9,565 bushels in ship- 
ments. The income—as reported by the 
secretary of the Board of Trade—has 
exceeded the outgo by 16,723 bushels. 
The total movement, however, has been 
light, considered in itself, and neither 
receipts nor shipments have equaled 
those for the corresponding week of 
last year. During that week receipts 
were 5,042 bushels (about 18 per cent.) 
greater, while shipments were 22,489 
bushels more, or about two and one- 
half times as large. The table given 
below presents a summary of the daily 
reports of the secretary for the past 
week relative to receipts and shipments, 
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not only for the period under immediate 
review but also for the six days pre- 
ceding and for the corresponding period 
of 1897:

The registrar of flaxseed’s bulletin—

regular No. 1 and rejected grades. On 
the corresponding date of last year 
stocks were considerably more _ than 


twice as great—1,026,332 bushels more. 
The bulletin naturally shows no ma- 
terial alteration in quality of the flax 
in store, although the percentage of 
lower grade seed in sight is somewhat 
smaller than on the corresponding date 
of 1897. Stocks at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis as officially reported, are prac- 
tically unchanged. Duluth reported a 
decrease of 142 bushels, and Minneap- 
olis a gain of 2,145 bushels; the net re- 
sult—as far as the Northwestern cen- 
ters are concerned—being a trifling 
shrinkage, 2,544 bushels. On the corre- 
sponding date a year ago Duluth stocks 
were more than three times as great 
as to-day, the numerical decrease being 
1,239,747 bushels. On the other hand, 
Minneapolis elevators are carrying 
more than two and one-half times as 
much flax now as then. Several the- 
ories are advanced by way of explana- 
tion of this fact, but the correct solu- 
tion will probably be disclosed by fu- 
ture developments, Total Northwestern 
stocks are 1,921,431 bushels less than 
they were one year ago; or, in other 
words, the visible supply at the prin- 
cipal centers of distribution is about 
one-half as great now as then. The ap- 
pended tabular statement presents a 
synopsis of the official reports as to the 
amount of seed in public elevators and 
bins at Chicago, Duluth and Minneap- 
olis respectively at the beginning of the 
week, as compared with one week be- 
fore and a year ago. It is possible to

Arrivals continue to fall off. Only 44 
cars were inspected in this week, as 
against an average of between 55 and 
60 cars for the past three weeks. Of 
this week's inspections 43 cars were 
graded as No, 1 Northwest, and one as 
regular No. 1. The outward movement, 
as reported by the inspection depart- 
ment, has been comparatively insignifi- 
cant. The daily official reports show a 
total of only 20,305 bushels inspected

The Britsh Colonial Druggist says: 
“It is a matter we have not mentioned 
before, though we had information of 
it some weeks ago, that a quantity of 
bark equivalent to 80,000 killogrammes 
of quinine sulphate, which was men- 
tioned in Mr. Massink’s letter as being 
in the possesion of the gentleman who 
is generally credited with purchasing 
for the English and American factories, 
has been distributed among the four 
leading German factories. This we were 
told on Feb. 2. At that time interested 
parties in Amsterdam were wondering 
whether this gentleman had originally 
purchased the amount on behalf of the 
German factories, or for Mr. Andrea, 
who is said to be the director of the 
combination, or as a speculation on his 
own behalf, the last named possibility 
seeming the most probable, Anyway the 
amount, equivalent, say, to about a 
fourth of the world’s annual consump- 
tion, was another help to the factories 
in their attitude towards planters and 
importers.” 

Particulars of the last sale in Am» 
sterdam state that less than half of the 
bark offered was disposed of. The av- 
erage percentage of quinine-sulphate in 
the bark was 5.14, the lowest being 1.54, 
and the highest 8.32 per cent. Alto- 
gether 2,912 packages of bark (equaling 
12,000 kilos quinine-sulphate) were sold, 
and 3,612 packages were bought in. The 
principal importers hold the withdrawn 
bark at the market values. The tone 
of the auctions was quiet, and the small 
sales are due to the fact that buyers 
expected lower prices; otherwise the 
auctions were featureless. The follow-

& Co. for many years, and still held 
that position at the time of his death. 
He is survived by a widow and three 
children. 

Gratuity 
New York 


Assessment No. 51 of the 

Produce Exchange was 
called on the New York Produce Ex- 
change last Thursday. This is the first 
time that more than fifty assessments 
have been called in one year. The gra- 
tuity year ends March 31, so that time 
still remains for additional assessments. 
The rules of the Exchange provide that 
as long as a surplus of $750,000 is in 
the Gratuily Fund no more than fifty 
assessments shall be made in a year. 
It is evident, therefore, that the $750,- 
000 limit has been reached as a result 
of the payments to the beneficiaries of 
fourteen members of the Exchange who 
have died since assessment No. 50 was 
posted. Of these fourteen deaths thir- 
teen have been entitled to the full in- 
surance of $10,000 and one to only $900. 

The Foote & Thorne Glass Company, 
dealer in window glass at 216 and 218 
Worcester street, this city, made 
an assignment last week to John 
Vv. B. Clarkson. Thomas W. His- 
lop, of Troy is’ president, and 
Harry A. Everett of this city sec- 
retary. The business was started in 
1887 by H. W. Foote, and was incorpo- 
rated in July, 1895, with a capital stock 
of $30,000. For some time past business 
has been dull; the finances of the com- 
pany have not been in a flourishing 
condition, and it had no rating at 
Bradstreet’s. In the trade it was un- 
derstood that the company had asked 
an extension in December last, at which 
time a statement showed assets $71,000, 
liabilities $48,000. The company ob- 
tained its glass principally from West- 
ern manufacturers. 

Extraordinary general meetings of 
the ordinary and deferred shareholders 
in the Borax Company, limited, were 
held at Winchester House on Feb. 28. 
The Hon. H. A. Laurence, who presid- 
ed, reminded the meeting that in Jan- 
uary last a meeting of debenture-hold- 
ers Was held, at which a committee was 
appointed to consider the position of 
the company, which had not paid any 
dividend for four years, after having 
paid an average of 5% per cent. for the 
five previous years. They were now 
earning practically no more than would 
pay the debenture charges. The new 
scheme proposed would help them in- 
sofar that the debenture holders had 
consented to give up the 20 per cent. 
premium to which they were entitled, 
and to have their interest reduced from 
6 per cent to 5 per cent., and -setting 
aside a smaller sum for the redemption 
of debentures, which “would enable 
them to pay their debts and save a lit- 
toward dividend. The chairman pro- 
posed resolutions reducing the capital 
from £1,000,000 to £250,000,

Artificial Indigo.” 


Washington, March 18, 1898. 

The Treasury Department during the 
past week has ruled upon a number of 
problems of special interest to the oil, 
paint and drug trade. 

An interesting case has been pre- 
sented in the matter of an importation 
of artificial indigo manufactured from 
coal tar. The importers claimed that 
although this article is unquestionably 
artificial, the process by which it is 
produced being well known, it is nev- 
ertheless entitled to free entry as in- 
digo under paragraph 580 of the free 
list in which the article is enumerated 
without qualification as to whether it 
is natural or artificial. The only refer- 
ence to indigo in the tariff bill is found 
in paragraph 25 of the chemical sched- 
ule which is as follows: 

“Indigo, extracts, or pastes of, three- 
fourths of one per cent per pound; car- 
mined, 10 cents per pound.” 

It is maintained that artificial indigo 
is neither an extract nor a paste, and 
hence does not come under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 25. Further, as to 
the contention that artificial indigo is 
a coal tar preparation dutiable under 
paragraph 15 at 30 per cent. ad valo- 
rem as a coal tar dye or color not spe- 
cially provided for, it is maintained 
that the term, “indigo,’”’ is more ac- 
curately descriptive of the article than 
“coal tar dye or color,’”’ and hence the 
designation “indigo’’ should govern the 
action of the Department and cause the 
goods to be admitted free of duty. In 
a preliminary report made to the De- 
partment it is stated that this artifi- 
cial indigo so closely resembles the na- 
tural article that it cannot be distin- 
guished from it except by a careful 
chemical examination. The Department 
has decided to refuse free entry to these 
goods pending an investigation by a 
special agent which has been ordered 
to be made at the port of New York.

SAL AMMONIAC.—There is more in- 
quiry for spot and nearby parcels, and 
several sales are reported at 5c. for 
white grain, 44%@4%c. for rough and 
54c. for lump. 

SALTPETER.—The market is firmer 
at 34%@3\c. for spot, at which consider- 
able business has been done. Shipments 
are held at 2.90@38c. Refined is dull at 
44gc., as to quality. 

Ammoniates, Potashes, &c. 


Trade in the leading ammoniates in 
this section has been rather slow since 
our last report. There has, however, 
been rather more doing in the West, 
and prices for some grades are a shade 
higher. Sulphate of ammonia, on the 
spot $2.50, for arrival $2.47% is named. 
High grade blood is dull and may be 
quoted nominal at $1.50@1.52% f. o. b. 
Chicago, and $1.70 for New York soft. 
Tankage is in better request, with sales 
reported on the basis of $1.70 and 10 
Baltimore freight. Hoof meal is job- 
bing at $1.35@1.40 for Chicago. There 
is no change in Calcutta, which  re- 
mains steady at $24.50 for No. 3 and 
$2.50 per ton for No. 5. Domestic is 
slow at $19@20 for raw and $23 per ton 
for steamed. Potash salts are in good 
demand, especially for shipment to 
Southern ports, all of which are satis- 
fied at regular syndicate prices.
